CONCRETE FOR BRIDGE 
BUILDING. 
a ne 


The County Councils of Middlesex and 
Surrey have -obtained Parliamentary powers 
for the building of new bridges across the 
Thames at Chiswick, Richmond, and Hamp- 
ton Court. 

The last-named, it was stated, will replace 
the existing inadequate structure near Hamp. 
ton Court Palace,. The other two form part 
of the new Chertsey road, 15 miles long, 
some stretches of which the County Councils 
are proposing to construct, with the assist- 
arice from the Ministryrof Transport. through 
the Road Fund. 

The new bridge to be built at Richmond 
is on the down-stream side of the present 
railway bridge. The width of thé bridge 
will be -70ft., consisting of a 40ft. road and 
two pathways for pedestrian traffic, each 
15ft. wide. The bridge. will be built of rein- 
forced contrete in three spans over the river, 
the centre arch being 103ft. 4in., and the 
side arches 98ft. 4in., with two spans of 
56ft. over the riverside road and towpath. 
The slenderness of the arches has been 
marked by adopting an open bronze balus- 
trade, and further by coving the outer edge 
of the soffit of the arches. At intervals 
bronze lamps are to be carried up from the 
balustrade for lighting the roadway. The 
only light showing from the river will be a 
pilot or navigating light in the centre of the 
face of the bridge. 

The bridge will be approached from the 
towpath on the Old Deer Park side by two 
open staircases. At the opposite side there 
will also be two open stairways leading up 
to the bridge through two towers, which are 
outstanding features of the design, rising 
22ft. from the footway. The towers, abut- 
ments, and staircases will be constructed. of 
eonerete blo¢ks, but. the arches and spandrels 
of the bridge will be cast in situ, and the 
whole of the surface of the concrete through- 
out will be bush-hammered or otherwise 
es .

DAMPNESS IN NEW 
HOUSES. 


A report of a specia] sub-committee of the 
Royal institute ot British Architects, which 
has just been published, exposes the breaking 
of building by-laws destgned to prevent damp- 
ness, which is the chief cause.of rheumatic 
diseases of. the heart, .The committee was ap- 
pointed at*the reguest oí the British Medical 
Association in December, 1926. Rheumatic 
heart disease is estimated to claim 30,000 
child victims every year. Thousands of others 
are crippled for life. Sick benefits total 
nearly £2,000,000 a year. The committee ol 
the K.1.B.A. finds that dampness is due to 

Deficient damp courses, covering of the 
ground, or drainage of the. sub-soil, 

Walls that absorb moisture, 

Lack of maintenance and faulty roof con- 
struction, and : 

Condensation on internal walls. 

The committee states :— 

The high proportion of reported cases of 
dampness due to -the absence of or defects in 
damp courses in new buildings 1s. surprising. 

The absence of a damp course in new 
buildings must imply failure to. comply with 
the by-laws, while defects arise from 1m- 
proper compliance or the use of damp course 
materials of inferior quality. 

The tendency to cug down the overhanging 
at the eaves is undo@tedly a retrograde step. 
The value of overhanging eaves in keeping the 
external wall dry is much greater than. is 
generally appreciated. | 

It is evident that much damp is due to 1tn- 


larly in regard to roofs, rain-water gutters and 
the lke. 
' The committee strongly recommends that 
the erection of dwellinchouses should be sub- 
ject to stvicter supervision, either by archi- 
tects or properly qualified officers of local 
authorities. 

It is urged that amendments to the Public 
L:ealth Act s&uld be made to enable by-laws 
to deal with these matters.

£36,000,000 BRIDGE SCHEME.

Plans for a great new railway and high- 
way bridge across the Hudson River from 
Fifty-seventh street. in Manhattan, to New 
Jersey have been submitted by the North 
River Bridge Company, in association with 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railway, to the 
Secretary of War, whose approval is sought 
for its earlv construction. The bridge, the 
estimated cost of which is $180.000,000 
(£26.000,000), “will have a total. lenath of 
7,210ft. from the abutments, with a single 
river span of 5,240ft. and two side spans of 
1.590ft. each. The plan provides for a 
double-decked structure. of which the upper 
deck will contain twenty. lanes for vehicles, 
including street cars, between two pro- 
menades, 16ft. wide, for pedestrians, and 
the lower deck will have room for 20 railway 
tracks.

NEED FOR BETTER ELECTRIC 
WIRING. 


Mrs. Wilfrid Ashley, in her presidential ad- 
dress to members of the Electrical Associa- 
tion for Women at the fourth annual con- 
ference, held at the North-East Coast Exhibi- 
tion, Newcastle-on-Tyne, said the women of 
Great Britain were the first to have their 
own eleetrical association. 

The Beard of Education recently received a 
deputation from them on the subject of teach- 
ing eleetricity to girls at sclivool, and no more 
promising development could be imagined 
than that which gave our own people an op- 
portunity of learmg both the theory and prac- 
tice of that great force called electricity. 

The second aim of the Association, she 
continued, was to express woman's point of 
view on. matters electrical, and this had been 
done in many important ways. The most im- 
portant one was the campaign on which 
they had been working for the past vear in 
connection with better wiring of their homes. 
Too often it was found there was only pro- 
vision for lighting, and none for electrical 
fires, electrical vacuum cleaners and other 
electrical servants which all women wished 
to have. 

In order to put the requirements of the 
home-maker before architects and builders 
they had drawn up a specification showing the 
number and. position of electrical outlets or 
plugs and sockets which were .considered 
necessary to make the home both labour. 
saving and beautiful. 

Women of to-day were more’ and more in- 
terested in the scientific management of their 
homes, feeling that the kitchen should be run 
on scientific lines with medern tools.

exhibition arranged by the 
Department of Agriculture, in conjunction 
with the Tippe (South Riding) County 
Committee of Agriculture, and staged in a 
specially erected pavilion, which is a distinct 
advantage to the show It includes a 
marketing section, which contains a very 
comprehensive display of Irish Free State 
produce—eggs, hams, bacon, butter, cheese, 
dead poultry, honey, dried milk and con- 
densed milk.

fattening coop with light Sussex fowl, and 
poultry runs, with houses of different types. 
In the open are nicely laid out horticultural 
plots containing ornamental shrubs, with 
some trees suitable for planting on the farm, 
etc, 

The Clonmel Horse Show Co. possess one 
of the best planned and most picturesquely 
situated showyards in the country. Some- 
thing might, of course, be done to imp~ove 
the accommodation for cattle by building an 
open shed at that part of the premises where 
they are now tied up. Being primarily a 
horse show company, the committee did not, 
doubtless, think of this seriously, but it 
should be remembered that our export trade 
in cattle is considerably greater than that in 
horses; and, for that reason if not because of 
the fact that some of the best dairy cattle are 
bred in this part of Munster, better provision 
should be made for the cattle exhibits. even 
though they are only presemt on one day of 
the show.

(2) upon the same injurious act, and in re- 
spect of the same mischievous consequences, 
might a jury deal out money with a more 
liberal hand in the one case than in the 
other?

The deliberate wrecking of boats has 
followed the seizure of tishermen's nets 
on Lough Foyle, and the question of the 
fishing rights in those waters has reached 
an acute stage. 

Serious developments are feared unless 
steps are immediately taken to settle this 
vexed question, which involves both the 
Free State and the Government uí Northern 
Ireland. 
Following the trouble on Saturday mortiin 
Jast, when the bailifís of the Foyle an 
Bann Fishery Company seized the nets of 
the Inishowen fishermen, two boats belongin 
to the fishery “ompany have been Sececbed, 
The boats were lying at -Quigley’s Bank 
en the Donegal shore of the Jough when they 
were taken possession of by a party of men, 
who bored hules in the bottoms, and, having 
filled the craft with stones, pushed them 
out into deep water, where they sank. 
Some ittle while ago another boat belong- 
ing to the Foyle and Bann Fishery Company 
was wrecked, and in respect of this a claim 
for £60 for malicious damage has been lodged 
by the company with the Derry Rural 
District Company. The claim has been 
referred to the Couneil’s solicitor. 
A DECISION WANTED. 

These claims for compensation which are 
being made against the Derry Council, 
although the damage was done on the 
Donegal side of Lough: Foyle, if defended. 
wil] raise the whole question of contro! and 
jurisdiction over the lough from Muff to 
Moville—a matter which has been in abeyance 
sires the siening of the Anclo-lIvish Treaty 
The Inishowen fishermen are housed by 
the Moville Board of Conservators, which 
claims that its area comprises the whole of 
the sea appurtenant to Saorstat Eireann along 
the coast from Muff in Lough Foyle anit 
between Lough Foyle and Malin Head, with 
the whole of the tideway along those coasts. 
The contention of the Foyle and Bann Com- 
pany, however, is that they own the fishing 
rights, that these houses are not valid, and 
that the Inishowen fishermen are trespassers. 
It is also stated that the view of the 
Northern Ireland Government is likely to be 
that the Foyle and Bann fishery is Nev thern 
property, and if, as stated, the licence 
granted by the Moville conservators confers 
na legal right to fish m the Foyle, then the 
six county Government in the interest of 
public order must take steps to prevent tres- 
pass on the prohibited waters. 

DISTRICT JUSTICE’S VIEW. 
The fishermen are relying on the decision 
of District Justice Walsh in a case heard at 
Moville in 1926. The Foyle and Bann Fishery 
Company, through their bailiff. were then 
complainants against a Donegal fisherman for 
fishing without a licence, but Mr. Walsh held 
that ne had no jurisdiction as a bona fide 
question of title was involved. At the 
same time he declared that the Recorder 
of Derry never had any jurisdic- 
tion aver those waters, and added, “It 
is evident that the whole of Lough Foyle up 
to the high water mark on the County Derry 
or Magilligan side belongs to the Free State.” 

On tins question, it 1s pointed out on be- 
half of the Foyle and Bann Fishery Company, 
that their title to fish is independent of 
political boundaries. However, upon that 
Government which, in fact, has _ juris- 
dicticn over the lough, oliviously de- 
volves the elementary duty and re- 
- gur gee of enforcing la and order 
therein, and it is their business to ensure 
that such a concern as the Foyle and Bann 
Company shall have liberty to exercise their 
exclusive jJegal rights to the several fishery 
unhindered. 

Out of this arises the bigger question of 
who actually does control Lough Foyle. It 
is stated that the people of Derry have al- 
ways been led to understand that the waters 
are a part of Northern Irelaud, end on more 
than one occasion the Government in Belfast 
has encouraged this belief. 
The recent incidents in the lough have 
created an intolerable situation, and Govern- 
ment action seems inevitable. 
Mr. A. J. Cassidy, Labour deputy for 
Donegal, has written to the Free State 
Minister for Lands and Fisheries detailing the 
incidents of Saturday morning last, and urg- 
ing that the matter should be dealt with by 
the Department or by the Executive Council 
In a prompt and determined way.

Pa'rcn of Cravellers. 


This is the feast-day of Saint 
Christopher, of whom the very name which 
he adopted, derived from Christum Fero, 
may have been sufficient to give rise to the 
legend of the little child who presented 
himself to the stalwart ferryman to be 
carried across. The story goes that the 
child increased in weight as they were 
crossing, until Christopher nearly sank 
beneath his burden. Full of panic, and 
marvelling greatly, he heard from the 
child the words, “ Wonder not, for I am 
He Who is to redeem mankind, and you 
have the weight of the sins of the whole 
world on your back.” A woodcut embody- 
ing this story is famous as the earliest 
known example of wood-engraving, and 
dates back to 1423. 


Che First Cross-channel Flight. 


Twenty years ago to-day, Louis Blériot 
achieved the first air crossing of the Eng- 
lish Channel, one of the outstanding 
landmarks of aviation history. His 
machine was a flimsy monoplane, with 
rakish stays, and of a design infinitely 
crude when compared with the rigid grace 
of a modern Junkers. On Saturday he 
will celebrate the anniversary by flying in 
a modern Blériot from the French shore. 
He will be escorted by a squadron of aero- 
planes of the Royal Air Force, and will] be 
met by Lord Thomson and two “giants 
in the winged world with whom Ireland 
has recently become-very much acquainted 
—Sir Sefton Brancker, who is Director of 
Civil Aviation, with the rank of Air Vice- 
Marshal, and Colonel the Master of 
Sempill, who is now President of the 
Royal Aeronautical Society. 


“Innocents Abroad.” 


American tourists in Europe are no 
longer the “‘ Innocents Abroad,’’ whose 
adventures were so delightivlly des.rided 
by Mark Twain. Nowadays intending 
visitors take the precaution of securing a 
list of instructions and warnings from 
those who have already made the pil- 
grimage. One of these lists was proudly 
displayed to me by a casual American 
acquaintance in Dublin yesterday. It 
contained the names of eafés, hotels and 
places of interest in Paris, Venice and 
London, with the appropriate amounts for 
tips, and many other practical hints sug- 
gested by experience. 

The owner was very bitter on the sub- 
ject of European coffee. French coffee, it 
appeared, was too strong. ‘‘ Most like 
molasses,” he said. Irish coffee reminded 
him of furniture polish. But, thanks to 
his ‘‘ little list,” he had solved the 
problem by bringing eight “‘ li’l cans ” of 
George Washington coffee everywhere he 
went. On arriving at his hotel he sends 
for a cup of hot milk, produces his tin, 
and mixes his coffee to suit himself. He 
is thus following in the tradition of the 
English “ milady,’’ who used to produce 
a kettle and spirit lamp in French rail- 
way carriages, and made her own tea, be- 
cause ‘‘ these foreigners ” never could do 
it to her liking. 


Che “ Professional Touch.”

When one remembers 

the large, sometimes enormous, teams 

which have their names printed on the 

programmes of musical plays, Noel 

Coward’s feat is certainly remarkable.

occasionally see the names of half-a-dozen 
people connected with a new jazz song! 

In “ Bitter Sweet,” which is the name 
of the operette, Mr. Coward seems to have 
taken some of the advice tendered to him 
by critics—and this in spite >f his lofty 
replies to them from time to time. There 
is a simple story, with little or nothing 
of the flippant cynicism which ruined his 
two last plays. By the simple device of 
dating the story from the ’eighties to the 
present, and bringing it from a Viennese 
cabaret to contemporary London, he 
secures all the advantages of a coloured 
tale which can be lavishly dressed. and 
yet keep in tovch with the mentality of 
the present. Clever Mr. Coward, no less 
than versatile. 


Butt Bridge. 


The reference to Butt Bridge in the lead- 
ing article of the Irish Times on Monday, 
writes a correspondent, recalls the fact that 
it is almost exactly fifty years since that 
structure received its name. Isaac Butt, 
K.C., the famous Irish lawyer and 
politician, died at Roebuck House, Dun- 
drum, Co. Dublin, in May, 1879, and 
when, a couple of months afterwards, the 
new bridge at the Custom House was 
opened for traffic, his name was applied 
to it. Seldom one hears his name 
mentioned nowadays, but the ‘‘ Father of 
Home Rule,” as Butt came to be known 
after he formed the first Home Rule 
Party in the House of Commons, filled a 
big place in the Ireland of his day. His 
memorable debate with ©’Connell on the 
subject of Repeal is, perhaps, one of the 
best known episodes in his varied career. 
As editor of the Dublin University Maga- 
zine, and, later, as Professor of his 
Political Economy in Trinity College, he 
had made a name for himself long before 
he entered on the stormy seas of Irish 
politics. He defended Smith O’Brien in 
1848, and later was counsel for the Fenian 
prisoners, 1865-67. No. 63 (now 64) 
Eccles street, was long his Dublin resi- 
dence, and for a time also he resided at 
Kenmare House (now Kenmare College), 
North Great George s street. 


Bridges’ Names. 


Mention of Dublin bridges reminds me 
how prevalent is the practice of naming a 
bridge from an adjacent street. Nearly 
everyone says ‘‘Capel street Bridge” 
instead of Grattan Bridge, and ‘‘ Watling 
street Bridge ” instead of Victoria Bridge 
—the correct names. Similarly, we hear 
of “Church street Bridge,” and so on. 
The bridge at Liffey street began by being 
called the ‘‘ Cast-Iron Bridge,’ then it 
was named Wellington Bridge, and to-day 
nearly everybody refers to it as the 
“Metal Bridge.” One of the most for- 
gotten of all bridge-names is that of what 
we all call Portobello Bridge—its correct 
name is La Touche Bridge. Most of the 
bridges over the canals in Dublin were 
named after directors of the original 
Canal Companies.

Owners of fighting game cocks are as 
particular, he says, about their birds as 
the owners of greyhounds are nowad.ys 
about the training of the dogs which 
pursue the electric hare. Cock-fighting 1s 
far more cruel than coursing with living 
hares. The birds are so well attended 
that the expression ‘‘fed like a fighting 
cock’’ has become proverbial. For a 
week or so before a “battle” the birds 
are kept cooped up in some dark piace, 
generally a barrel or an old churn, so 
that they may rise to the correct pitch of 
ferocity. Immediately before the actaal 
fight. the breast feathers of a fiz).tinz 
bird are plucked out, so that the artificial 
spur of its opponent may wound it the 
more painfully. This artificial spur, a 
sharp-pointed, lance-like weapon, is fitted 
tightly and securely over the bird’s 
natural spurs. The comb, too, is cut, 
and the wings are clipped to prevent 
escape from the deadly conflict. In these 
battles there is no such thing as running 
away to fight another day; for only one 
bird in each contest is allowed to live 
for another contest. It is a fight to the 
death, and when an unfortunate bird 
shows signs of exhaustion, even if it is 
choking with its own blood, its ‘‘ hander,”’ 
or second, lifts it for a moment, and 
blows down its throat so that it may 
breathe for a few minutes, or seconds, 
more, in the off-chance of its killing the 
other bird. Once, out of ¢uriosity, my 
friend witnessed one of these cock-fights. 
He stayed no longer than the first 
“battle.” ‘It was one of the most dis- 
gusting exhibitions of cruelty I have ever 
seen,’’ he says, “and although I am b 
no means squeamish, I could not stoma 
a repetition of the perlormance.”

KEEPING DUBLIN COOL. 


THE ICE SUPPLY—OLD AND 
NEW. 


“Thirty years ago these quays were lined 
with Norwegian sailing ships discharging 
blocks of ice, said an aged and weather 
beaten longshoreman to an /rish Times repre- 
sentative yesterday. He was recalling the 
days when the manufacture of ice was un- 
known in Jreland. At that time ice was 
sawn in great blocks from the Norwegian 
lakes, and-exported to all parts of Europe, 
to be stored in preparation for the summer. 
The arrival of one of these ice-laden ships 
was firmly believed to presage a period of 
heavy rain, which would continue as long as 
the vessel remained in Dublin. 

The day of theze ice carriers is long de- 
parted. No longer do the “ squarehead 
windjammers”’ lie along the quays, while 
their captains drink hot grog and play baga- 
telle in the upper rooms cf little dockside 
publichouses. Gone are the tall, fair | .orse 
sailormen, who caroused and made love on 
the banks of the Liffey in bygone days. 
Dublin to-day manufactures its own ice. 

The manager of the National Ice and Cold 
Storage Company on Sir John Rogerson’s 
quay informed our representative that be- 
tween three and four hundred tons of ice per 
week are consumed in Dublin during the 
summer, the factory working night and day. 
Between 10 and 50 tons of this is supplied to 
Dublin trawlers to keep their catch fresh 
pending their return to port. The rest goes 
to the hospitals, butchers, fishmongers, and 
ice cream dealers. A warm Saturday wil! 
account for 76 tons. 

THE ICE BOX. 

The ice box, which is to be found in every 
American household, is becoming increasing!y 
popular in Ireland. The day is not far dis- 
tant when the ice man, made familiar by 
American films, will be as common in our 
streets as the milkman. Dublin 
supplied with ice factories than any other 
city in the British Isles; there is sufficient 
plant in Dublin to supply treble the present 
demand. 

_ The ice is made from Vartry water, placed 
in metal moulds, which contain two hundred- 
weight each. These are submerged in a tank 
of brine, kept well below freezing point by 
pipes containing compressed ammonia gas. 
After 40 hours they are lifted out, and the 
moulds dipped in a tank of warm water, 
slightly thawing the ice, and enabling the 
blocks to be smoothly extracted. They are 
then placed in a refrigerator to await distri- 
HR Ice from the factory costs £2 per 
on. 

FROIEN EGGS. 

In these refrigerators are stored as much 
as 1,000 tons of perishable provisions, such 
as meat, butter, and eggs. In order that 
this large quantity of foodstuffs may not be 
endangered hy: any breakdown a complete 
spare refrigerating plant is always kept in 
readiness. Our representative was shown 
thousands of tins of frozen eggs. Each tin 
is filled with liquid eggs, one hundred to the 
tin, which are then frozen into a solid block. 
This is a new indastry, only Irish eggs being 
used. At present 95 per cent. of the s 
used by bakers and confectioners are brought 
in a chilled condition frorh China. The 
National Ice and Cold Storaze Company are 
pioneers in the attempt to use eggs tinned 
and frozen in the Free State for this purpose

The 
triel judge has a discretion in the matter, 
which must be exercised judicially, . The 
exercise of such discretion may be reviewed 
by this Court, and a re-trial directed if they 
are satisfied that a refusal to direct. separate 
trials has resulted jn a miscarriage of justice.

There did not seem to the Court to be any 
Counsel on 
behalf of the Attorney-General (Mr. Lavery, 
K.C.) stated in his argument before them 
that in no single particular throughout the 
entire of the case, in deposition, statement 
or ofel evidence, was there any conflict of 
testimony between the accused persons, and 
the statement was not controverted. Indeed, 
there would seem to be considerable founda- 
tion for Mr. Lavery’s contention that the 
joint trial of the two accused persons, so far 
from prejudicing the case of either of them, 
had in truth the contrary effect.

RESPONDENTS’ CASE. 

Mr. Jellett, K.C., for the respondents, 
stated that for the time being he proposed to 
deal with the case on the assumption that 
there was no “deed poll” at all. Dealing 
with it on that Basis, he asked their lordsh: 
to consider what was the intention of the 
deceased Earl with regard to domicile, as dis- 
closed by. the evidence, 

Referring to three cases in which the ques- 
tion of domicile was dealt with, he pointed 
out-that aceording to the law there laid down 
the ‘answer to the question of where wat a 
man's domicile was the place where his sole 
interest lay, and the place which appeared to 
be the centre of his affairs, or where he voted 
or exercised the right and duty of a citizen. 
Applying that. test—as to what was the 
centre of his affairs—one weuld imagine that 
the centre of his affairs was the place to 
which, as in this case, he had transferred all 
his legal documents, all his financial docu- 
ments, certificates, and all the rest of it— 
London. 

Replying to the Chief Justice, he said that 
the late Earl did not attend meetings of the 
company with which he was prominently 
connected here unless he happened to be in 
Dublin at the time. If there was anything 
particular he wanted to consult ‘about; he 
sent for the managing director, who went 
over to London to him. 

Another test of the centre of his affairs 
was, above all, the fact that his wife and 
family resided in London, and not in Ireland. 
That, he added; was one of the most im- 
portant tests of all. 5

GALWAY MAN’S 
HOARD. 
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GOLD IN JAM JAR UNDER 
THE FLOOR. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE JOHNSTON.) 
le hearing of an action brought by Mrs. 


Mary Gibbons, of Kilbeg, Clonbur, County 
Galway, against Mr. Patrick Kyne, of 
Clonbur, was begun. 

The plaintiff, as widow and administratrix 
of Thomas Gibbons, who died intestate on 
14th January of this vear, claimed to recover 
from the defendant £570, money alleged to 
have been received by him for her use, as 
personal representative of herdeceased husband, 
and wrongfully taken possession of by the de- 
fendant ; for damages for alleged trover and 
conversion by the defendant of deposit 
receipt, bank pass books and other documents 
the property of the deceased man; for the 
return of these and documents, atid for an 
account of the assets of the deceased man 
coming to the hand of the defendant. 

Mrs. Gibbons alleged that after the death 
of her husband the defendant took possession 
of his money, a deposit receipt for £530, 
and his books and accounts. Defendant, she 
stated, owned, in equal shares with her 
husband, cattle and sheep on the lands of 
Crossursa, and at the date of the death of 
her husband some of this stock had been 
removed from the lands by the defendant, 
who claimed to be entitled to the entire of 
the stock, and had converted to his own use 
her bhare in the cattle and sheep. 

The defendant, in a traverse, denied go 
the money, and pleaded that the books a 
accounts were taken for safe keeping, at the 
request of the plaintiff, who was at the time 
ill and confined to bed. Within a reasonable 
time after a demand had been made by the 

laintiff and before the action had been 
bad he returned to her script, books and 
accounts. He said that the plaintiff did not 
demand the return of the deposit receipt 
until the action was brought. The deceased 
man was not owner in equal shares or in any 
share with him of any cattle or sheep on the 
lands of Crossursa, and defendant claimed 
all the cattle and sheep on these lands. 

Mr. Wood, K.C., Mr. Lavery, K.C., and 
Mr. Conor A. Maguire (instructed by Mr. 
Gerald Maguire) appeared for the plaintiff; 
and Mr. Price, K.C., and Mr. Micks (in- 
structed by Mr: Henry Concanon) for the 
defendant. 


SECRET HOARD UNDER FLOOR. 

In the course of his opening statement, Mr. 
Lavery said that the deceased, Thomas 
Gibbons, was in the habit of keeping his 
money at home. Concealed in a receptacle 
made by removing the wood under the floor 
of a bedroom at the top of the stairs he had 
a box containing £300 in notes, and beside it 
was a jam jar in which there was a sum of 
£220 in gold. He had another £200 in a 
chest on the landing. 

The gold, said Mr. Lavery, was gold that 
the deceased; man had collected against the 
time when he thought the barks no longer 
would honour their notes—whtn notes would 
be worthless. When the deceased man died 
his wife was ill in bed in her own room. 

Mrs. Gibbons had her sister looking after 
the place, and the defendant, who had married 
a sister of Thomas Gibbons, took £16 from a 
jam jar which had been kept in the shop, and 
told Mrs. Gibbons that he was going to use 
it for. funeral expenses. He went to the 
deceased man’s room, took the deceased man’s 
keys, opened the chest on the landing and 
took out the £200. He then went in to Mrs. 
Gibbons, gave her £110, and said, “ Here’s 
your fortune.” The rest he put in his pocket. 

Next. he. went to this place at the top of 
the stairs, broke open the box with a horse- 
shoe, and put the notes in his pocket. He 
took also the gold from the jam jar— 
sovereigns and half-sovereigns—poured. a con- 
siderable portion of it into his pockets, and 
took the rest of it in his fist to Mrs. Gibbons. 
telling ber that it, was right that she should 
have some of it. The sum that Mrs. Gibbons 
got in gold amounted to £42. Kyne denied 
that he. took any money except what was. 
necessary to pay the funeral expenses of 
Thomas Gibbons, said that he had been asked 
to take care of the documents of which he 
took possession. 

The hearing had not concluded when the

SOLICITORS’ DISPUTE. 


SEQUEL TO GRESHAM HOTEL 
DESTRUCTION. 


(BEFORE MR. JUSTICE MEREDITH.) 

The hearing of the action of Mr. Arthur 
Julian, solicitor, Cork, against Messrs. 
Fottrell and Sons, solicitors, Dublin, was 
concluded. The plaintiff’s claim was for a 
declaration that the defendants acted as his 
agent in renderin profegsional services to 
the Gresham Hotel Company, Ltd., arising 
out of the destruction of the Gresham Hotel, 
Dublin, in July, 1922; and that he was 
entitled to receive his portion of the taxed 
profit costs paid by the Gresham Hotel Com- 
pany, Ltds to the defendants for such 
services. 

The defendants denied that they acted as 
agents for thé plaintiff in rendering the ser- 
vices referred to.

RATHMINES WOMAN’S 
WILL. 


NIECE’S STORY OF STRANGE 
BEHAVIOUR. 


(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT AND A JURY.) 

The trial of the action in which the Rev. 
Richard Fleming, parish priest, Rathmines, 
and Mr. W. 8. Collis, solicitor, are plain- 
tifis, and the defendant Mrs. Margaret 
Moreau, of Grace Park avenue, Drumcondra, 
which has been brought to prove the will 
of Miss Mary Dempsey, late of Grove Park, 
Rathmines, who died on March 12th, 1929, 
was continued yesterday. . 

The defendant is a niece of the testatrix, 
and she lodged a caveat alleging that Miss 
Dempsey was not mentally capable of making 
a will, and that she did not know and 
argrove of its contents. 

he evidence of the plaintiffs, who were 
named as executors, which was given on 
the previous day, was that Miss Dempsey 
was of sound mind and understanding when 
she executed her will, and that they had 
never seen the sign of drink on her. 

Mr. Richard Sandes, manager of the Rath- 
mines branch of the National Bank, where 
Miss Dempsey lodged her money, said that 
she was very astute in money matters. In 
his opinion she was capable of disposing of 
her affairs. In February, 1927, Miss Dempsey 
came to him and told him that she wished to 
transfer her money, which amounted to 
about £500, into the name of a man named 
Higgins, and that was done. She also said 
that she had no relatives but a niece, to 
whom she did not wish to leave it. A short 
tame afterwards Mr. Higgins transferred the 
money back to Miss Dempsey. She had pre- 
viously transferred the money to a clergy- 
man, 

The Rev. P. McDonnell, parish priest, 
Athy, who had been a curate in Rathmines 
from 1913 t:]1 1928, said that he had attended 
Miss Dempsey for two years before he left. 
She mentioned to him that she intended to 
leave her money to charities. He did not 
notice anything wrong mentally with her. 

Mrs. Ma ullinan, who lived in a house 
opposite to that in which Miss Dempsey 
resided, said that she had friendly relations 
with that lady, and that she found her as 
clear-minded a woman as ever she met. She 
never saw her take drink, and, consider- 
ing her weak health, she kept her house 
in good condition. Miss Dempsey never 
discussed her family affairs, except that she 
said that she did not want to know her 
relatives. 

The Rev. John Cotter said that in Feb- 
ruary last he attended Miss Dempsey. He 
never saw the sign of drink on her, and 
he thought her intelligent and clear in her 
mind. 

This closed the case for the plainirfis. 

NIECE EXPELLED FROM HOUSE, 

The defendant, Mrs. Moreau, in her evi- 
dence, said that she came from England in 
1916, and lived with her aunt until she 
was expelled from the house for refusing 
to bring hér whiskey, and she had to sleep 
in a lane. She went back to England, 
where she margied a Frenchman. Having 
returned to Ireland she went to her aunt’s 
house, but she would not be allowed to re- 
side there, because her aunt said that the 
children we¥e noisy. Her aunt always wore 
rigged shabby clothes. Her aunt once told 
ver that she would give her the house, 16 
Leinster road. -On. one occasion, when she 
took her aunt out for a walk, she noticed 
that she was wearing a night-dress. Her 
aunt would not allow her into the house 
unless she brought her whiskey. She was 
positive that her aunt was incapable of 
making a will. 

In cross-examination by Mr. Hughes, the 
witness admitted that she had furnished to 
the executors an account for £465 for cloth- 
ing, food, drink and services rendered to 
her aunt for a period of fourteen years. Her 
aunt once questioned her marriage, and 
said that she (her aunt) was going to marry 
a man named Higgins, When witness pro- 
duced her marriage certificate her aunt said 
that she herself could write out a certifi- 
cate like it on a billhead, | 

FOND OF WHISKEY. 

Mrs. Margaret Quinn, who before her 
marriage, had been in the service of Miss 
Dempsey, in her evidence, stated that Miss 
Dempsey was fond of whiskey, used to 
‘““ramble’’ in her talk, and dressed’ very 
sparsely. Miss Dempsey often asked her to 
fetch her whiskey, but she declined to do it, 
way" she had not got the money to pay 
or it, 

Joseph Dowling, a house painter, who said 
that he and his wife had lodged with Miss 
Dempsey, was asked by counsel—“ Did you 
ever see her sober?’’ and the answer was— 
“I could not say that 1 ever saw her 
rational; I think she continually had drink 
taken. She used to rave at night.” On one 
occasion he saw her nearly naked in the hall. 

e hearing was adjourned.

EMBEZZLEMENT CHARGE 
PROCEEDINGS. 

(BEFORE JUDGE GLEESON AND A JURY.) 

James Vincent Lawless, formerly secretary 
to the Dublin ‘County Council, pleaded not 
guilty to an indictment charging him with 
the embezzlement of £1,552, stated to have 
been received by him on behalf of the County 
Council between the years 1923 and 1929, the 
moneys teing in respect pf the preparation 
of the electoral lists. He was also charged 
with the fraudulent conversion of the moneys. 

Mr. T. A. Finlay (instrueted by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted, and Messrs: 
Dickie, K.C., and Gavan Duffy, K.C.. (in- 
structed by, James O'Connor and Co.) de- 
fended. 

Mr. Finlay outlining the circumstances, 
mentioned that at the time of the alleged 
misappropriation the accused man was 
secretary to the Dublin County Council, and, 
as chef administrative officer, he paid out 
the moneys and received moneys on behalf 
o' the Council. The moneys which were the 
subject of the prosecution were known as 
registration expenses and were received by 
the accused man from the County Registrar. 

When Mr. Lawless was appointed 
secretary in 1923 a consolidated scale of 
salary was fixed, amounting to £1,000, rising 
by annual increments of £25 to £1,300. It 
was also stipulated that there should be an 
agreement entered into by him to hand over 
to the County Council all fees, etc., payable 
to him by virtue of his office. No formal 
agreement was ever exécuted by the accused 
man, but a draft agreement was prepared, 
and from the outset he acquiesced in the 
terms of his employment as laid down by the 
Local Government Department. 

Mr. Lawless in all received a sum of £2,572 
in connection with the register, and of this 
he lodged to the credit of the Council the 
sum of £1,020, retaining the sum of £1,552. 
If the position taken up by Mr. Lawless was 
that he was entitled to these moneys, was it 
likely that he would lodge £1,020 to the 
credit of the Council? 


ACCOUNTANT’S EVIDENCE. 

Patrick J. Murphy said that in February 
last he was accountant and assistant secretary 
to the Dublin County Council and he was new 
secretary. He produced the letter from the 
Local Government Department sanctioning 
the consolidated salary of £1,000 for the 
secretary in the year 1923, and setting out 
that a formal agreement was to Be entered 
into by which the secretary was to hand over 
to the Council all fees, etexotherwise pay- 
able to him by virtue of his office.. From the 
date of his appointment up to 1929 “the 
accused man had refunded to the Council 
various fees which he had received in respect 
of the Diseases of Animals Act, the Jurors 
List, etc., and these were paid by pay orders 
on the Council. : 

Mr. Dickie, K.C. (cross-examining)—Did not 
the County Council of Dublin refuse .to. pro- 
secute in this case—refuse to claim this money 
from this man?—No. 

Did they take the advice of senior counsel’ 
—Yes. 

And he advised that they had no case?—I 
do not know what the advice was. 

You know perfectly well what it was; did 
not it pass through your hands as Secretary? 
—Yes. 

Who started this prosecution—you and the 
Ministry, or the Ministry without you?—The 
Ministry without me. 

Who told you to investigate all the cheques 
and everything that this man had done from 
beginning to end ?’—Nobody. 

ORIGIN OF THE PROSECUTION. 

In the course of further cross-examination. 
the witness said that the County Council 
allowed Mr. Lawless to retire, and decided to 
leave over the question of his stperannuation 
until a later meeting. He knew that if an 
officer were found gulity of a crime, he could 
not get a*superannuation allowance. Follow- 
ing the audit and a visit by an inspectcr, 
witness got an instruction from the Local 
Government Department to visit the office of 
the State Solicitor and give that official al! 
the information at his disposal in reference 
to the adbunts of the Countv Council. He 
admitted that it was at the directions of the 
Local Government Department, and not of 
the County Council, that the prosecution 
against Mr. Lawless was instituted; but at 
the time Mr. Lawless offered to repay any 
money out of his superannuation allowance 
that would be found to be due by him to the 
County Council arising out of any transactions 
which he had with that body during his term 
of office. 

In reply to Mr. Finlay, the witness denied 
that he had anything to do with the instiga- 
tion of the prosecution against Mr. Lawless. 

Replying to the Judge. he said that, if he 
had previously noticed how those accounts 
were conducted, it would have been his duty 
to bring it to the notice of the County 
Council. ' 

Mr. W. J. Harrison, an employé of the 
office of the Clerk of the Peace, Dublin, gave 
evidence of payments made to the accused 
man in respect of fees from 1923 until he 
eeased to be the Secretary of the County 
Council. Paid cheques and receipts for de- 
fendant’s amounts were produced. 

Mr. Thomas Early, solicitor to the County 
Council, gave evidence with regard to a draft 
agreement drawn up after the appointment 
of accused as Secretary. This agreement had 
relation to the question of fees, 
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bation of Offenders Act.

MODEL FARM ACTIVITIES

In continuation of the scheme arranged to 
enable parties of farmers and others con- 
cerned with ‘agriculture to visit the Albert 
Model Farm at Glasnevin in order to see the

The visitors were shown over the many 
sections of the farm and inspected the results 
of the intensive management oí. pastures, 
grass silage experiment, potato, sugar beet, 
mangel, Swede and: lucerne crops. Subse- 
quenthy the live stock department was visited, 
and much interest was manifested in the dairy 
herd ‘antl the remarkably high returns from 
each cow. “The plant pathology and agricul- 
tural botany and bacteriology divisions were 
next visited, and the ¢xperimental work carried 
cut there wads explainéd to the visitors, 
who were particularly interested in the new 
oat. ‘‘ Bauner Tartary Nine,” which has been 
produced on the farm, and has proved itself 
to.be one of the stiffest straw oats in cuiti- 
vation. 3

suhjects by Professor Drew and Messrs. M. 
Caffery and R. McKay. | 

A very interesting and profitable afternoon 
concluded, with tea, after which the visitors 
cordially thanked Professor Drew for what 
he had shown them ‘during their inspection of 
the farm.

‘ Of all the Powers that have assisted 
at disarmament conferences since -the 
war, Great Britdin is the only one 
that has given visible proof of its 
good faith. Disarmament in England has 
been carried into practice, and Navy and 
Army alike are much weaker than they 
were fifteen years ago. Mr.. Macdonald 
says that his Government will preface its 
pourparlers with the United States by 
further reductions in naval strength. All 
work will be suspended on the two cruisers, 
Surrey and Northumberland, which are 
being built in the Royal dockyards. 
Contracts for two new submarines and 
the submarine dépét ship Maidstone will 
be cancelled, and all work in the. naval 
dockyards will be “slowed down ” pending 
the result of the disarmament conferences. 
Naturally, this change in the nayal pro- 
gramme will result in a certain amount of 
unemployment ; but Mr. Macdonald said 
that, with the co-operation of the Board 
of Admiralty, the hardships would be 
reduced to a minimum. Hitherto dis- 
armament has been a pious aspiration ; 
henceforward it is likely to be thrust into 
the centre of practical politics. There isa 
danger, of course,’ that in his zeal for a 
principle Mr. Macdonald may be tempted 
to sacrifice British interests. .1t would be 
worse than foolish to deprive the British 
Empire of its weapons of defence if other 
nations should refuse todisarm. Disarma- 
ment must be simultaneous if it is to 
have the slightest effect, and we hope that 
the Conservative and Liberal Parties in

shrift to any proposals that may imperil 
the Empire's safety,

New Zealand’s Railways. 


The world-wide transport problém has 
assumed a novel form in New Zealand. 
Sir. Joseph Ward, the Prime Minister, 
has served the Dominion well by pur- 
suing, during twenty years, a steady 
policy of railway development. More 
than the lifetime of a generation ago the 
two islands, were surveyed and mapped 
out for the building of a complete system 
of railway communications; but it has 
needed Sir Joseph Ward s energy to bring 
this object near to accomplishment. To- 
day he is sternly opposed by various local 
interests, which appeal for petty develop- 
ments that are calculated to yield local 
profits. He desires to suspend local 
extensions and to complete the great main 
lines of communication. In the state- 
ment of policy which he made on the eve 
of last year’s elections he defined his 
purpose. He would link up Napier with 
Gisborne and Auckland with Taranaki in 
the North: Island; he would connect 
Christchurch with Picton and Westport 
with Nelson in the South Island. . To this 
end he proposed to borrow £10,000,000. 
The Wellington Correspondent of The 
Manchester that Sir 
Joseph Ward's plans met with general 
approval up to the time when his Govern- 
ment suspended work on certain branch 
instructed the 
way for the 
stretches of new It is expected 
that his action will be opposed when 
Parliament meets again ten days hence, 
and the decision of the House will 
determine the nature and scope of New 
Zealand's future transport system. The 
new trunk lines routes lie through diffi- 
cult country, and the cost of the lines is 
expected to amount to £30,000 a mile, or 
some three times the average pre-war cost 
of railway construction. It is argued 
that the total expenditure will lay an 
excessive burden on the small population 
of the Dominion, Existing lines, built at 
the lower rates, find difficulty in paying 
their way, owing to the uprise of competi- 
tion by road transport. Against these 
contentions the supporters of Sir Joseph 
Ward argue that a completed railway 
system will fight road competition with a 
new efficiency.

The railways can be run

electric resources, while road transport is 
dependent on imported petrol. Road 
transport, again, never can be so service- 
able as the railways to the country’s great 
cattle trade.

It was said that this line never would 
pay its way; but to-day it is the. most 
profitable line in the State system, thanks 
to the fact that its existence has brought 
about a greater density of settlement. 
“For these reasons,” the correspondent 
says, “people who have faith in the 
Íuture of New Zealand are largely behind 
Sir Joseph Ward in his railway enter- 
prise.” It will be observed that neither 
party in the present dispute appears to 
lack faith in the usefulness of the rail- 
ways. One group pursues the enlightened 
aim of the complete equipment of the 
country ; the other seeks local expansion. 
Both realisé, however, that the railways 
are vital to New Zealand's weliare. 


“ Poor Whites.” 


In South Africa, as in Ireland, fresh 
minds are bringing courage and vision to 
the study of national affairs. We have 
heard no graver indictment of South 
Africa’s social and economic policy than 
that which has been made before the 
British Association, at Cape Town, by 
Dr. E. G, Malherbe:Young. Dr. Young is 
Director of the National Bureau of Educa- 
tion, and, as a member of the Carnegie 
Commission, has investigated the problem 
of the “poor whites.” This problem, the 
product ‘of local. conditions in South 
Africa, has no parallel in any other part 
of the British Empire. Of South Africa's 
population of 7,000,000 some 5,500,000 are 
natives, and not more than 1,500,000 are 
whites. ' “We are,” said Dr. Young, “a 
white aristocracy on a big, black founda- 
tion of helots.’’ Unfortunately, ‘not all 
the members of the white minority are 
aristocrats in any sense. At least eight— 
perhaps, ten—per. cent. of them are 
catalogued as *‘‘ poor whites '’—persons 
without means, without ambition, without | 
education or. skill, who.live. misérably in.

In the 
other, Dominions the labour market 
absorbs the bulk of such persons, but the 
only sort -of--labour that’ they could 
compass is denied to the “ poor whites’’ 
of South Africa, where manual labour is 
regarded as “Kafhr work.” On the other 
hand, the majority of the white minority 
leads a sheltered life; for ‘‘ colour bar 
legislation ’’ reserves to it all the higher 
crafts, the liberal professions and the 
career of politics. From these conditions, 
if they remain unaltered, Dr. Young 
deduces. national disaster. The ‘‘ poor 
white” evil will yield only to better 
education and the provision of increased 
opportunity. “ Colour bar legislation’’ is 
robbing all the whites’ of “the virility 
bred by the buffetings of stern competi- 
tion,” and will render them soft and weak 
“when the Nemesis comes” Will the 
quarrelling politicians heed this warning, 
unite their forces and tackle the whole 
native problem while there is yet time? 
“Unless we cease to think that the 
population is 1,500,000,” says Dr. Young, 
“and realise that it is 7,000,000, the 
outlook will be black indeed for the whole 
of South Africa,” 


The Bremen. 


Many times in the last fifty years the 
competition for the blue ribbon of the 
Atlantic has repeated the tragedy of— 

The priest who slew the slayer, 
And shall himself be slain. 
Now, after a supremacy of twenty-two 
years—a “ record ” which hardly wil] he 
beaten--the Cunard liner Mauretania has 
yielded the prize to the North German 
Lloyd liner Bremen. On ‘her maiden 
voyage from Cherbourg to New York the 
Bremen maintained an average speed of 
27.83 knots, completed the journey in 
4 days, 17 hours, 42 minutes, and so beat 
the Mauretania’s best performance by 8 
hours, 52 minutes, The fact that one of 
the first messages of congratulation to 
Captain Ziegenbein of the Bremen came 
from “Captain Macneil, the officers and 
ship’s company of the steamship Maure- 
tania’’ is a fine illustration of the chivalry 
of the sea. Nobody will grudge to Germany 
her exultation in the Bremen’s triumph ; 
for it 16 a magnificent achievement. In 
1914 her mercantile fleet stood second to 
Great Britain's, with some 5,000,000 tons. 
The Peace Treaty reduced it to 600,000 
tons. To-day, only ten years after the 
treaty, Germany has climbed back ‘to third 
place, with 4,000,000 tons, and has re- 


gained the primacy in liner speed. No 


years, since it seems that the Bremen was 
not fully ‘extended ” on her maiden trip; 
but the German victory will not remain 
unchallenged. Competition for the trans- 
Atlantic passenger traffic is intensely 
keen, and, in these days of speed-thirsty 
millionaires, the blue ribbon is a com- 
mercial advertisement of the highest value. 
Already the Cunard and White ‘ar Lines, 
the United States Lines and the French 
Trans-Atlantic Company have announced 
their intention to build ships that will 
beat 28 knots. Sir Charles Parsons says 
that 50 knots are not beyond the limits of 
British craftsmanslup. 


THREE NEW JERSEY 
BANKS TO CLOSE.

FIVE MILLION DOLLARS 
ASSETS. 
From Revuten’s CORRESPONDENT. 
NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

The Hobart Trust Company of Passaic, 
New Jersey, and two of. its subsidiary 
banks—the Merchants’ Bank of Passaic 
and the Service Trust Company of New 
Jersey, have been closed by order of the New 
Jersey State Department of Banking. The 
total assets of ihe three banks are approxi- 
mately five million dollars. 

The most mysterious kidnapping case in 
recent years in New Jersey was associated 
with the Hobart Trust Company. Mr. 
William M. Elliot, who was vice-presi- 
dent of this bank, disappeared for three 
days at the beginning of this month. 
During his absence the newspapers 
throughout the country were publishing 
stories of his disappearance and interviews 
with his’ anxious wife. When at the end 
of that period the missing man re- 
appeared, he related that he had been 
abducted by Chicago gunmen, who had 
been holding him as a prisoner. He was 
unable to state where he had been kept 
prisoner.

NITRATE DISCOVERY. 


VAST DEPOSITS IN SOUTH. 
WEST AFRICA. 


From Revuter’¢ Corresponvent. 
CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 
The innocent-looking British Associa- 
tion announcement of a paper by Pro- 
fessor J. Smeath Thomas, entitled 
‘“ Recently discovered nitrate deposits in 
South-West Africa,” down for delivery 
to-morrow, confirms the discovery of vast 
sodium nitrate deposits in the Gibeon 
district of that territory. Two Govern- 
ment proclamations have been issued 
giving the area as 32,000 square miles. 
The finders desired that the first 
announgement of the discovery should be 
made at the meetings of the British Asso- 
ciation. Professor Smeath Thomas will, 
in his paper to-morrow, give scientific 
details of the region in question, with 
analyses of the deposits.

RESIGNATION NOT 
UNEXPECTED. 
-> —— 
NOT OF RECENT 
ORIGIN. 


The Press Association’s Lobby Cor- 
respondent writes:—While Westminster 
was startled by the Foreign Secretary $s 
statement, the announcement that Lord 
Lloyd had resigned did not come as a sur- 
prise to many well-informed people iu 
London. ” There: had been rumours for 
some time that he had not been in com- 
plete agreement vith those who were 
auxious to bring about a more liberal 
policy towards the aims and aspirations 
of the Egyptian people. This, it is 
believed, will become evident if at some 
future date the Government decides to 
publish all the relevant official docu- 
ments. 

The actual resignation did not take 
place as the result of any disagreement 
with the present Government on any 
specific point, but as the result of the 
perusal by the present Government of 
correspondence which had passed btween 
Lord Lloyd and the late Government. 
From this correspondence the present 
Government judged that Lord Illoyd’s 
views would not make it easy to secure 
that complete co-operation between White- 
hall and the High Commissioner in Cairo 
which is so essential to the promotion of 
the future relations of the two countries 
in pursuing a policy that would meet the 
aspirations of the Egyptian people. 

Tt is interesting now to recall the fact 
that the negotiations for the last treaty 
of alliance and friendship conducted by 
Sarwat Pasha were carried on between 
him and Sir Austen Chamberlain per- 
sonally.

The policies of the Ministry and 
the Opposition. on al] major economic 
questions are diametrically opposed, and 
few people believed that they could be 
reconciled at round-table conferences. 

The general prediction was soon 
fulfilled. The committee began its labours 
on 5th December last by inquiring into the 
advisability of granting a subsidy for 
wheat-growing and of imposing a tariff on 
imported flour,. Mr. de Valera and his 
colleagues reported in favour of both, 
while Mr. Blythe and the other Govern- 
ment members reported against them. 
There was a further report by the- two 
Labour members. Messrs. Anthony and 
Kennedy, who, while signing the minority 
report of Mr. de Valera and his colleagues, 
made reservations on particular points. 

It was clear, then, that no sort of agree- 
ment could be reached on any major 
question within the seope of the terms of 
reference, and yesterday, at a final sitting, 
the committee was unanimous 1. deciding 
that no useful purpose could be served by 
pursuing its deliberations further.

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KELLOGG PACT 
PROCLAIMED. 
FORTY NATIONS 
REPRESENTED.

WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

Mr. Hoover to-day proclaimed the 
Kellogg Pact effective in an impressive 
ceremony in the East Room of the White 
House, and congratulated the entire 
world upon this additional instrument of 
humane endeavour for the sake.of peace. 

On the President's right hand stood 
Mr. Calvin Coolidge, who ae ht. all the 
influence of the presidential office to bear 
in obtaining the approval of the Senate 
for the Treaty, and who regarded the 
Pact as one of the most important 
achievements of his Administration. On 
the left of the President was Mr. Kellogg, 
whose efforts on behalf of the Treaty were 
of such importance that it was given his 
name. The Diplomatic Corps, headed by 
Sir Esmé Howard, attended in full force. 
Besides the Ambassadors of Great Britain, 
Japan and France, the heads of all diplo- 
matic missions in Washington, of all 
signatory and adherent nations, except 
Russia and Afghanistan, were present. 

In the course of a short address to the 
assembled diplomatists, Mr. Hoover asked 
them to convey to their Governments the 
appreciation of the United States, that 
through their cordial collaboration ‘‘ an 
act so alispicious for the future happiness 
of mankind has been brought to consum. 
‘mation.”’ “I dare predict,” he said, 
“that the influence of the Treaty for the 
Renunciation of War will be felt in a 
large proportion in all future inter- 
national acts. A magnificent opportunity 
and a compelling duty are now open to 


tunity. that is calculated to implement 
the Treaty and extend the policy that it 
go nobly sets forth.’’ 


TRIBUTE TO M. BRIAND., 


Mr. foover also paid a-tribute to M. 
Briand, to whom Mr. Stimson had earlier 
sent a message of congratulation, and to 
Mr. Coolidge and Mr. Kellogg, for their 
efforts on behalf of the Pact. 

An hour before the ceremony at the 
White House, Mr. Debuchi called on the 
State Department and deposited Japan's 
formal instrument of adherence. By this 
act the Treaty became binding upon forty- 
six nations which expfessed adherence to 
its terms. Under the terms of the Treaty 
there have. been deposited in Washington 
the ratifications of all the fifteen original 
signatory nations—viz., Australia, Bel- 
gium, Canada, Czechoslovakia, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, India, Ireland, 
Italy, Japan, New Zealand. Poland, 
South Africa and the United States. The 
Governments of twenty-six other countries 
have also deposited with the United States 
instruments testifying to their definite 
adherence to the Treaty. 


SIMPLE DOCUMENT. 


The Treaty is a simple straightforward 
document, in which the contracting parties 
‘‘solemnly condemn recourse to war for 
the solution of international controversies, 
and renounce it as an instrument of 
national policy in their relations with one 
another.” They further “ agree that the 
settlement, or solution, of all disputes or 
conflicts, of whatever nature, or of what- 
ever origin they may be, which may arise 
among them, shall never be sought 
except by pacific means.” H is 
important to observe that in the 
covering note sent out with the draft 
treaty Mr. Kellogg set forth that there 
was nothing in the treaty which restricted 
or impaired the right of self-defence, a 
right inherent in every sovereign State 
and implicit in every treaty. A significant 
paragraph in the British Note signifying 
adhesion to the treaty suid: “ There are 
certain regions of the world the welfare 
and integrity of which constitute a special 
and vital interest for our peace and 
safety. His Majesty's Government has 
been at pains to make it clear that inter- 
ference with these regions cannot be 
suffered.’’ 

Commenting on the formal ratification, 
Cenator Borah, the Chairman of the 
Senate Foreign Relations Committee, 
declared that “the world naval situation 
was a serious menace to the Kellogg 
Pact.’’ 

The next meeting these nations have, 
he said, should be a meeting to reduce 
their fighting machines ahd cut ‘down their 
armament burdens. Mr. Coolidge said 
that the occurrence was in every way a 
great historic event, perhaps even more so 
than was now realised.

» The Times. remarks in an editorial article 
to-day :—There seems to be something of the 
inevitability of a Greek drama im the certain 
prospect of a conflict sooner or later between 
the Foreign Office and every’ British repre- 
sentative in Egypt, who is not of its own 
service. The Department and not the Govern- 
tent is named adyisedly ; because in the case of 
Lord: Lloyd, whose resignation was announced 
yesterday afternoon, it is clear that his re- 
lations with the Foreign: Office had been 
strained long before Sir Austen Chamberlain 
left it. and that Mr. Henderson has done 
little more than take up his predecessor's 
legacy The brief and courteous letters ex- 
changed on ‘Tuesday, and published this 
morning, are likely to give a misleading 
impression . on this point, and it 
was not altogether unnatural that 
Mr. Churchill and others should have scented 
a sudden change of attitude in our Egyptian 
policy, “ caused ” (in Lord Lloyd’s words),

A QUESTION OF QUESTIONS. 

The Times, in a, leading article to-day, 
observes ;—The House’ of Commens has 
recently been exereising ‘itself over the 
Juestion of the allocation of Parliamentary 
lime tu questions, and the precedence therein 
which should’ be given to the various depart:

Finally, and perhaps conse- 
quently, question time is the most l:vely 
period of the Parliamentary day, an admuir- 
able training ground for young members.

“ EFFICIENCY

'The Government s general position, 
said Mr. Macdonald, is that the defence 
of the country must be devised with two 
main considerations in view—First, the 
chances of the defences having to be used, 
and then the efficiaency and economy 
shown in their magnitude and character.

A PRELIMINARY CONFERENCE. 

t is recognised by all the Powers con- 
cerned that a preliminary agreement on 
Anglo-American differences is essential to 
a general agreement on naval building, 
and the Governments of the Powers repre- 
sented at Washington in 1921-1922 have 
heen informed of the conversations. So 
soon as the way is clear they will be 
invited to a prelimimary conference, so 
that we may, together, try to come to an 
agreement of a comprehensive character.

“that the con#truétion of the thee cruisers 


included in this year’s’ naval building 
programme would not be begun until 
there had been an opportunity “ for ful] 
consideration of their effect upon the final 
agreement for naval parity,’’ which, he 
said, he expected to be reached between 
Great Britain and the United States. 

The President declared that he had 
read with ‘‘ real satisfaction ” the state- 
ment made by Mr. Ramsay Macdonald in 
the House of Commons this afternoon. 
The American people were, he said. 
‘ greatly complimented ” by the British 
Prime Minister's proposed visit, and Mr. 
Macdonald would find a universal wel- 
come in the United States. 

Mr. Macdonald, said the President, has 
introduced “the principle of parity which 
we have now adopted, and its consumma- 
tion means that Great Britain and the 
United States henceforth are not to com- 
pete in armament as potential opponents 
but to co-operate as friends in the reduc- 
tion of it. 

GOOD-WILL INDICATED. 

Asserting that he ‘could not but be re- 
sponsive to the principles enunciated by Mr. 
Macdonald. Mr. Hoover declared that the 
United States joined the British Prime 
Minister in his efforts towards disarmament. 
“Mr. Macdonald hag indicated,’ said the 
President, “the good will and positive 
intention of the British Government by the 
suspension of the construction of tertain 
portions of this year's British Navy. It is 
the desire of the United States to show equal 
good will in our approach to the problem. 
We have three cruisers in this year’s con- 
struction programme, which has been under- 
tuken in Government navy yards, detailed 
drawings for which are now in course of 
preparation. The actual keéls would, in the 
ordinary course, be laid down some time in 
the autumn, Generally speaking, the British 
cruiser strength considerably exceeds the 
American strength at the present time, and 
the actual construction of these three cruisers 
would not be likely in itself to produce 
inequality in the final adjustment. We do 
not wish, however, to have any misunder- 
standing of our actions, and, therefore, we 
shall not lay these keels until there has been 
an opportunity for full consideration oí their 


efiect upon the final agreement for parity 


which we expect to reach, although our hopes 
of relief from construction lie more largely 
in the later years of the programme under 
the law of 1928.” 

The cruisers referred to by President 
Hoover belong to the first five of the 15- 
cruiser programme, which provided that five 
ships should be contracted for in 1929, five 
in 1930, and five in 1931.

The tourist invas‘on of Ireland has assumed 
proportions this year exceeding those of any 
previous season. In numbers increasing year 
by year, Americans in particular are choos- 
ing this country for their annual tours. Every 


| possible mode of transport is used by these 


inveterate globe-trotters in their search for 
the beauty spots of Ireland—the humble push 
bicycle and the sidecar, as well as the lordly 
limousine and the motor coach. They are of 
all types, these Americans, and everywhere 
is to be met the returned Irish emigrant— 
the man wher has made his “pile” and 
boasts 6f his Irish descent. Such men come 
back more enthusiastically Irish than their kin 
who live in Ireland. 

It is remarkable to note the number of 
Irish-American millionaires to be found in all 
parts of the country. That they are not 
‘‘ doing” the country by tourist routes is 
evident. from the fact that their cars are 
seen in the small towns and villages and on 
the by-roads as frequently as on the main 
roads. 

Undoubtedly the extensive pedtyrraig be 
the country has had its effect, and the, irish 
Tourist Association and kindred organisations 
may well be proud of their good work.

HARVARD STUDENTS’ IMPRESSIONS. 

Beyond question, the most interesting was 
a group of five Harvard students who have 
just cémpleted a tour of the South and West 
coast of Ireland on push bicycles. 

Clad in caps, khaki shirts, old flannel 
trousers canvas shoes and blue jerseys, these 
five young Americans have just completed 
a tour of Ireland by bicycle, and are now 
resting in Dublin for a few days, which will 
be spent in sightseeing. 

Tanned from exposure, and in the pink of 
physical condition, they were in the best of 
spirits when interviewed by an /rish Trnea 
representative yesterday. 

Their names are Grenville T. Emmet, jun., 
of New York; Robert Scott, Boston; John 
Hallowell, Boston; Rowland Stebbins, New 
York; and Harry 1. Nicholas, jun., New 
York. 

It is interesting to note that Grenville 
Emmet is a great great nephew of the 
famous Irish patriot, Robert Emmet. The 
party arrived at Queenstown on duly 10th 
last, hired bicycles in Cork, and started on 
their tour. Details o. their wanderings were 
yiven by different members of the party. 

When asked why they had .chosen this 
method of travelling, they said:—‘ We 
wanted to get a good vacation with exercise, 
None of us had ever seen Ireland before, and, 
as we had heard and read such a lot about 
it, we decided to come here. Of course, we 
brought luggage with us, but we had the 
most of it sent on to Dublin by rail from 
Cork. Our touring’ equipment consisted of 
two khaki shirts and a toothbrush apiece.’’ 

On the first day of their tour these young 
men reached Roscarbery, where they stayed 
the night. The next night was spent at 
Castletownshend, and the third night at 
Giengarriff. From there they cycled over 
the mountains to Killarney, and tiey proudly 
declare that they never once, not even on 
the toughest hill, got off and pushed their 
bicycles, and no other cyclist on the road 
passed them, Many and many a time they 
passed cyclists pushing their machines up 
hills, and their comment was: ‘‘ You never 
seem to cycle up the hills in Ireland.” They 
cycled through the Windy Gap into Kil- 
larney, and spent a day there exploring the 
selabbeusheuls. From there they went to 
Dingle. At some of the places they visited 
they stayed for a day, but it all depended 
on the scenic and historic attractions of the 
places. 

On the Dingle Peninsula they ran into 
bad weather, and were compelled to take 
the train to Limerick. From Limerick they 
cycled to Galway in one day, which is a 
distance of sixty-three miles, and their re- 
cord day’s run for the tour. 

“But we felt that we could do better,’’ 
stated Scott. 


CATCHING THEIR SUPPER. 

From Galway the party went on to 
Oughterard for the purpose of getting in a 
day s fishing on Lough Corrib. They had 
good fishing there, and ate their catch for 
supper that evening. “So you can imagine 
how many fish we caught,” interposed Scott 
again. After their fish supper the five 
young men cycled back to Galway, and 
the next day paid a visit to the Arran 
Islands. 

Scott was the wit of the party, and when 
asked if they had cycled there, he replied: 
“No, we walked.” They had lunch on the 
island, and afterwards walked about it to the 
various points of interest. They concluded 
their visit with a swim, their third during 
tour. 

Returning to Galway, they sent. then 
bicycles back to Cork as the period of hire 
was up, and took a train for Dublin, yester- 
day morning. It is the intention of the 
young men to go on to London after their 
few days’ touring in Dublin. From London 
they will go to Paris, and from there to 
Bavaria, where they will take to the bicycle 
again for a tour of that country. 

The party then were next asked for their 
impressions of the people and the country.

INPROVING CONDITIONS. 

Mr. Charles T. Daly, of Medford, Massa- 
chuseties, U.S.A., im a talk with an 
/rish Times representative at the Gresham 
Hotel, Dublin, was able to compare the posi- 
tion of affairs in Treland with what it was a 
few years ago, when he paid his first visit 
here. The comparison showed steady ad- 
vance in every aspect of life. 

Travelling with a party of friends, Mr. 
Daly and his wife arrived at Queenstown on 
the 13th July, and, with their own car, which 
is now the mode of transport of so many 
summer visitors, started to make a tour of the 
whole island, taking in the by-ways as well as 
the main roads. They went East, touching 
Youghal, Waterford and Wexford, and then 
through the magnificent Wicklow scenery to 
Bray and Dublin. Thence northward to Dun- 
dalk. They had some trouble at the border, 
having, through want of knowledge, pre 
sented themselves at the Customs barrier on 
a Sunday at an hour when the passage is 
barred They went next day through Newry 
to Belfast, and on to the glens of Antrim, 
Giant’s Causeway and Portrush, to Derry and 
the Donegal Highlands. Bundoran claimed 
their attention for a while, and then Sligo, 
‘with beautiful Lough Gill, Galway, Limerick, 
and again to Dublin. 

After such an exhaustive tour, Mr. Daly 
was in a position to offer valuable criticism, 
and it was altogether satisfactory. 

If might be summed up briefly :—' Your 
roads are excellent; there is nothing like 
them in the State ot Massachusetts. Your 
city hotels are splendid; your scenery is 
magnificent; the courtesy of your peopie is 
unparalleled. There are some things which 
you might do better, but, no doubt, these 
will be rectified in time. You might, for in- 
stance, give a little more indication as to 
how to reach your historical spots, and make 
them more accessible; and your small town 
hotels might be improved and brought a little 
more up to date.’ 

Mr. Daly commented on the disorganised 
‘bus services, which seemed to sprawl about 
in all directions, “ like spiders over a lawn.” 
He argued that the only remedy for this state 
of affairs was that which solved the problem 
in America—big public service corporations 
would have to take them all up, get a 
monogoly, and be required te provide the 
services that the public need at a reasonable 
charge. 

Amongst those in the party were Mr. 
Denis Dineen, Building Commissioner, 6f 
Lynn, Mass., who was making his thirteenth 
tmp to Ireland with his son; Mr. “Terence 
Newhall, Lynn, Mass., and several others. 

DR. JOHN BLAIR'S VIEWS. 

‘I love the softness of the beauty that 
characterises your scenery. It has no hard 
lines, but is as if veiled in a little mystery and 
romance.’ This was the principal impression 
gained by the Rev. Dr. John A. Blair, of 
Philadelpnia, who is over in Ireland with a 
party on a tour, 

' Perhaps,”’ he added, “I 2m more suscep- 
thle to its beauty than some people might 
be.”’ 

Continuing, Dr. Blair said that he had 
found that the people were a little restless, 
probably through the lack of employment 
‘But I would not say that there was any 
bitterness in that restlessness.

He could not say much, 
however, for the Cork hotels, and he under- 
stood that this complaint was general among 
tourists. He was. most impressed by the 
extraordinary beauty of Killarney, of Conne- 
mara, and of Mayo. His party had done 
as mach of the journey as possible by motor 
coach and had enjoyed themselves im- 
mensely. He certainly would never forget 
this visit. 

Dr. Blair went on to say that one of his 
uncestors left Dublin for America in 17165, 
but he was unable to find any trace of the 
family in Dublin to-day. All the members vi 
nis party were ot Irish descent, and it was their 
purpose to visit the towns and villages that 
their ancestors came from before they re- 
turned home.

BURDEN OF ROAD 
MAINTENANCE, 


BRITISH ASSOCIATION 
PAPERS, 
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From Revter’s CORRESPONDENT. 


CAPE TOWN, Wednesday. 

During the discussion on Sir Henry 
Maybury’s address, ‘‘ The more recent 
changes affecting British highways,"’ 
Colonel Martin said that if road traffic 
developed in the next twenty years as it 
had done since the war, the financial 
burden of road maintenance would become 
insupportable. The only solution would 
be to divert the traffic from the reads to 
the railways. 

The British Ministry of Transport, it 
was stated, had been the most successful 
and the least bound by red tape of any 
of the Departments. 

AGRICULTURAL PRICES. 

During the joint discussion on the 
problem of stabilising agricultural prices, 
before the Economic Science and Statistics 
section, by Mr. R. B. Forrester, Mr. 
R. J. Thompson and Dr. J. M. Tinley, 
Mr. Thompson dealt in particular with 
the use of co-operative boards or “ pools ” 
as selling and buying agencies. 

If it were possible, he said, for a pur. 
chasing organisation to be able to forecast 
every year the prices. payable for the 
home wheat crop, the producer would 
benefit from a virtually guaranteed price, 
and the purchasing board’s losses and 
gains could he adjusted in succeéding 
years. Were such an _ arrangement 
possible, it would furnish a true means of 
stabilising the adjustment of supply to 
demand. Central selling agencies would 
be much aided by corresponding buying 
agencies. 

The most valuable help a Government 
could give to agriculture would be to pro 
mote aand encourage research into the 
economical marketing of agricultural! 
produce. 

THE STONE AGE IN SPAIN. 

M. l’Abbé Breuil, the famous French 
archeologist, who was recently called 
upon to take part in the investigations at 
Glozel, spoke in the Anthropological! 
section on the later paleeolithic art of 
Spain. He propounded the theory that 
tribes similar to the bushmen must have 
invaded the Mediterranean shores of 
Spain. 

There was evidence that their occupa- 
tion was of long duration, since paintings 
by these men of the early Stone Age stil] 
existed, super-imposed in many levels. 
The later specimens of their art showed 
evident signs of degeneration in style, 
which was to be attributed to the influ- 
ence of the invasions of Neolithic man 
and the beginnings of the later Stone Age. 

In the course of the meeting which was 
held this morning to discuss the question 
of psychological tests in relation to educa- 
tion and vocational guidance, Dr. C. §. 
Myers advocated such tests on the ground 
that without them the practical advice of 
the vocational adviser would be much 
less definite and confident than was 
becoming to-day. 

Dr. Shepherd Dawson, on the other 
hand, maintained that psychological tests 
did not play an important part in educa- 
tion in Britain and had hardly passed 
beyond the experimental stage. 

Both speakers favoured intelligence 
tests, Dr. Dawson maintaining that other 
tests were little more than laboratory 
curiosities.

THE GROWING USE 
OF DRUGS. 
BEER “SOOTHING”: TEA 
AND COFFEE SUSPECT. 

In the Physiological Section, Professor 
W. E. Dixon’s presidential address this 
morning had as its title, ' Physiology as 
the Basis of Treatment,’’ and in the 
course of his remarks he dealt with the 
successes which have attended chymo- 
therapy—that is specific therapy of in- 
fectious disease, in curing certain 
parasitical diseases caused by worms and 
protozoa, diseases found mainly in the 
tropics. With parasitic diseases caused 
by bacteria, it had, however, had less 
success. 

He discussed in great detail the 
different remedies tried for the cure of 
sleeping sickness and the results achieved 
and the advantages and disadvantages of 
each, and pointed out that since the 
crucial test of :ll laboratory experiments 
and compounds must be made in Africa 
itself, the expense and difficulty of con- 
tinuing such researches was enormous. He 
also dealt with the increase of silicosis in 
the South African mines and with 
tuberculosis. 

CIVILISATION’S DRAWBACKS. 

Perhaps, the most interesting point of 
Professor Dixon’s address, the bulk of 
which was highly technical, was contained 
in his concluding remarks, in which he 
said :— 

Civilisation has been responsible for 
many new diseases. Our foodstuffs in 
great cities are often preserved, and im- 
portant constituents of fresh foods may be 
lacking. 

Civilisation has brought bad sanitation 
in houses, and even our windows may be 
depriving us of fresh air and filtering out 
certain rays of light, bringing its 
attendant tuberculosis—for tuberculosis is 
a disease of houses. Science is now en- 
gaged in endeavouring to remedy the evi! 
effects which it has produced. 

Civilisation is associated with wealth, 
indoor life, luxury, and sometimes ex- 
cessive mental exercise. 

These are conditions which lead to 
exaggerated nervous sensibility, and this 
is a much commoner feature in those 
engaged in mental indocr life than in 
those engaged in an outdoor physical life. 

THE USE OF TOBACCO. 

It is not difficult, then, to understand 
the excessive use of tobacco in fome of 
these people, since one effect 0: tobacco— 
and, perhaps, its most beneficent effect—is 
to increase the threshold of sensation in 
those who are supersensitive. 

When this supersensitiveness reaches 
extreme Jimits thcse peop:e are referred to 
as ‘‘ neurotic.’’ They are so highly reflex, 
so easily responsive to external im- 
pressions, that the associations set loose 
by any ordinary stimulus cause such 
a complexity of cerebration that the 
ordinary affairs of life beceme a 
burden. They are not phlegmatic 
and uninteresting, but. are 


response, and other higher attributes of 
mind which go to make up high breeding 
and culture. They easily weary of the 
strain and anxiety involved in the fight 
for existence, and anything that gives 
relief from the cares and anxieties is 
seized with avidity. 
'” NEUROTIC PEOPLE. 

Now, it is these higher faculties of 
mind which are most responsive to 
narcotic poisons, which influence them long 
before those concerned with movement and 
ordinary sensation—so that the super- 
sensitive people under the influence of 
narcotics lose the exaggerated effect of 
their sensations, and me more like 
normal people; the everyday trifles and 
inconveniences of life are no longer exag- 
gerated out of proportion to their 
significance, and life, instead of being 
oppressive and anxious, becomes pleasant 

free from worry. 
_ Sometimes the very acuity of their 
intellect is their undoing, Perhaps, in a 
few special instances perrons possessed of 
such vivid sensations may benefit by a 
narcotic which limits these conflicting im-

NEGOTIATIONS TO BE 
OPENED.

SHANGHAI, Wednesday. 

A message from Nanking states that the

The Soviet Government prefers to enter 
into direct negotiations tor the settlement 
of the dispute over the Chinese Eastern 
Railway. With this end in view, M. 
Serebriakoff, the plenipotentiary of the 
Soviet Government, has arrived at Harbin, 
where it is expected that negotiations 
between the Soviet and China will shortly 
be opened.

PACIFIC SOLUTION. 


MR. HENDERSON’S HOPE, 


In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Mr. Henderson (Foreign Secretary),. who 
was asked by Colonel Howard-Bury 
(Conservative, Chelmsford) if he would 
take steps, in consultation with other 
signatories to the Kellogg Peace Pact, to 
enforce the penalties provided by the Pact 
against Russia or China, whichever com- 
mitted the first act of war, said that no 
action such as suggested arose under the 
Pact.’ He had reason, however, to hope 
that war would be averted. 

The Chinese Government had given an 
assurance that they were most anxious 
for a pacific solution of their dispute with 
the Soviet Government, and had stated 
that they would not themselves take any 
action leading to war, and were ready for 
a round-table conference with the Soviet. 
If later there was a resort to forcible 
action, they would appeal to the League 
of Nations under Article 17.

SOVIET AMBASSADOR’S 
STATEMENT. 


Revutrer’s CoRmRESPON DENT. 


PARIS Wednesday. 

This morning M. Briand received M. 
Dovgalevsky, the Soviet Ambassador, who 
expressed his thanks for M. Briand’s in- 
tervention in the cause of peace in the 
Far East. He expressed the regret of his 
Government that the attitude of China, 
which he described as unyielding, did not 
facilitate a solution of the dispute. The 
Ambassador assured M. Briand of the 
Soviet Government's attachment to peace. 


THE JAPANESE VIEW. 
From REUTFER 8 ( ORRESPONDENT. 
WASHINGTON, Wednesday. 

The Japanese Ambassador, Mr. Debuchi, 
called at the State Department this after- 
noon and conferred with Mr. Stimson on 
the situation in Manchuria. American 
officials at last appear to realise that 
Japan is somewhat vexed by circum- 
stances connected with the Franco-Ameri- 
can in favour of peace, and 
diplomatic efforts are now being made to 
smooth matters over. 

Mr. Debuchi afterwards said that all 
the information he had received from 
Tokio led him to take an optimistic view, 
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pulses by allowing a freer play of some 
of the higher mental faculties; certainly 
the records of De Quincey and Coleridge 
suggest such a possibility. Hence it is easy 
to understand the modern tendency in some 
highly civilised nations to indulge in 
narcotic drugs like morphine, heroin and 
cocaine. 
BEER VERSUS CAFFEINE. 

It is another curious fact that it is just 
these supersensitive people who drink the 
caffeine beverages, like tea and coffee, in 
excess. Since the seventeenth century the 
use of the caffeine beverages has slowly in- 
creased, whilst that of beer and allied 
drinks has slowly diminished. 

Beer, from its essential oils and alcohol, 
is a soothing beverage; it depresses the 
higher faculties of mind, it does npt 
exaggerate their activity. i 

Caffeine, on the other hand, relieves 
drowsiness and fatigue by direct stimula- 
tion of the brain cells; it facilitates 
sensory impressions and the association of 
ideas. In large doses the caffeine 
beverages induce restlessness and nervous 
excitability, and they may produce dis- 
turbed sleep. headache and confusion. 

Few people, no doubt, take caffeine to 
this extent, but most of us take from two 
to five grains of caffeine daily, and the 
effect of this continued zs a daily ration 
throughout life is a factor the significance 
of which is unknown. We do know, how- 
ever, that caffeine increases sensitiveness 
to ordinary physical, as well as mental, 
sensations. 

“ ENGLAND WAS MERRIE 
ENGLAND.”’ 

England was once a drunken nation, 
and the larger towns contained such 
notices as ‘‘ Here you may get drunk for a 
penny; dead drunk with clean straw for 
twopence.”’ Before the revolution the con- 
sumption of beer alone in England and 
Wales was ninety gaYons a head per 
annum ; now it is about a quarter of this. 

With this diminution of beer drinking 
is associated a truly enormous increase 
in tea and coffee drinking. To me it seems 
not unlikely that this substitution of tea 
for beer is not wholly unconnected with 
the tendency of highly civilised nations to 
become supersensitive and neurotic; for 
this is the groundwork upon which drug 
addiction is built. 

I have endeavoured tu show that all 
precise knowledge in therapeutics is based 
upon controlled experiments on animals or 
man, and that the elucidation of the 
action of medicaments by the methods and 
data of experimental physiology is one of 
the most important steps taken to place 
inedicine on a scientific basis. How im- 
portant this is may be gauged from the 
fact that all fundamental advances in 
treatment in the |: : thirty years have 
originated, directly or. indirectly; from 
experiments on animals. 

here can be no doubt, then; that the 
future of therapeutics, and therefore of 
medicine as a whole, is intimately con- 
nected with physiology; there can be no 
doubt that advance in the practice of 
medicine is dependent on those trained in 
the methods and fundamental truths of 
physi , who devote themselves in the 
ward and biological laboratory to investi- 
gating how best to prevent or cure disease 
and so relieve suffering.

Bosworth was staying on well at the end of 
the mile and five furlongs, and though there 
was nothing particularly meritorivus in his 
performance: to-day, seeing that he was re- 
ceiving 16lb. from Cavendo, I shall expect 
to find him an improved horse in the autumn. 
He holds an engagement in the St. Leger. 

Ann Hathaway, whom Mr. John Harris 
bred and sold at Doncaster to Lord Derby, 
won his four races straight off last’ season, 
and to-day she beat a field of smart sprinters 
in the Cup. She won it all the way. Although 
the Irish gelding—Mr,. A. D. Comyn’'s 
Knight’s Battle—may have jumped off 
slightly ahead of her, she was soon in front, 
followed by Sargo. Doch and Doris drew 
close up to her, but she continued to hold 
her advantage all the way, and beat Sargo 
half a length, with the favourite Le Phare a 
length and a half off, third. 

In point of fact, nothing except Sargo ever 
seemed to have a real chance against her in 
of course of the race. She made another good 
winner for Strathford. Ann Hathaway is a 
full-sister to Ann Gudman, and Lord Derby 
made a great bargain when he gave a 
thousand guineas for her as a yearling. It 
was a splendid hetting race, and some Irish 
money came for Flashing Dawn, but the filly 
finished last. I believe that the Irish horses 
which came to run at the meeting had a long 
and arduous journey from Holyhead to Liver- 
pool. 

A TREBLE FOR DINES. 

Dines was the hero of the afternoon, for he 
was successful on three occasions. His first 
winner was Rusty, a big awkward four-vear- 
old maiden filly by Buchan, owned by Mrs. 
Chester Beatty. She may not be much, but 
she was too good for the well-fancied son of 
Irishman—Kenwyn, whom she caught in the 
straight in the race for the Church House 
Handicap and beat by a head. 

After Lord Derby’s successes in the St. 
George's and Molyneux, his Botany Bay was 
well supported for the Mersey Stakes, though 
a rush of money for Mr. J. B. Joel’s Pretty 
Shot made her as good a favourite 
at the finish. The latter, a _ nice 
filly by  Sunstar, had run in the 
Queen Mary Stakes at Ascot and in the 
Kennet Stakes at Newbury, but she does not 
appear to have profited much by the ex- 
erience, for she ran awkwardly and was 
eaten by a head by Dines on Sandy Lane. 
This is a Grand Parade filly, owned by Mr. 
R. A. Cohen, whose father, the late Mr. 
Rex Cohen, of Liverpool, had a number of 
horses in training with R. Day. Botany Bay 
was beaten when they had gone half way. 

Mr. Fred. Clarke brought Junius,.who had 
run third to Bonford at the last Curragh 
meeting, giving a lot of weight away, to run 
for the Southport Plate, in which he figured 
in blinkers. He seemed to be feeling the 
effects of his protracted journey, ahd was 
fielded against, while a short price was taken 
about Mr. H. Kennedy’s St. Breda, who was 
sent from. Newmarket to the Phoenix Park to 
run for fhe Irish Breeders’ Produce Stakes 
last Saturday week, but was not started on 
account of the hard ground. 

Junius was hadly off, but, considering all 
the circumstances, he ran a meritorious race, 
and was only beaten a neck by Dines on 
Dark Brilliance, a Sunstar gelding, whom 
Captain Boyd-Rochfort trains for Mr. 
Marshall Field. St. Breda finished an in- 
different third. 


BREEDERS’ PRODUCE STAKES. 

There should be a good race to-morrow for 
the Lancashire Breeders’ Produce Stakes, 
and there are good accounts of two new- 
comers in this race—Valediction from Manton 
and Mr. J. B. Joel's Roar, both of whom I 
believe to be fancied. I prefer to rely on 
STINGO, who beat the smart Sister Clover 
recently at Lingfield.

Dinner Stakes, in which I choose FLITTER- 
MERE. Lord Derby, who owns her, ma 
also win the Abbeystead Plate with SERVUS 
who has The Niche, a good stayer, to beat.

The field for the Oaks, as anticipated, num- 
bered only four, but whereas 8 arp Kitty, 
who was announced overnight R. a. robable 
runner, did not go to the ME jixon 
ran Silver Blue as well as Bower 
and it was the latter who rae te 
maker. It was at a very slow rate thet sh she 
acted as such; so slow, fn fact, that the race 
was little more than a mile test. Soloptic, 
who was in the rear for more than half the 
journey, passed those in front of her with 
the greatest ease as they raced down the hill, 
and her jockey, taking every liberty with her, 
waited until the last couple of furlongs 
before allowing her to go out and win in 
Cffortless stvle. While there was no particular 
merit about the performance in view of bá 
poor opposition, nothíng could have b 
easier than her manner of winning.

AN OUTSIDER WINS, 

Apart from the chief race of the day there 
was plenty of interest in the other events, 
and fields were . much better strength than 
on Tuesday. To begin with, ten runners 
furned out for the Stewards’ Two-Year-Old 
Handicap. Glenford, probably on the strength 
of having run second to Cons Water at the 
Maze, was the one most favoured by backers, 
while Golden Trail was also considerably 
fancied. The favourite had every chance to 
“win, but failed to cope with. the outsider, 
Tuneful, who for the last furl@hg had the 
measure of Mr. T. Burns’s filly. Tuneful 
had run moderately up to this, failing to 
score in four attempts, and her chance was 
not considered seriously. 

If backers were astray in their calculations 
over the opening event, no such mistake was 
made when they promoted Goldenette to 
favouritism for the Brownstown Plate. This 
son By Golden Sun, who has only recently 
US Mr. J. J. Parkinson’s string at 
laddenstown Lodge, was in a handy position 
all through the race, and disposing of 
Athnowen, Glentomas and Northern Dennis 
m ee, eventually won in rather clever 
style. 


CURRAGH CALLING’S BAD LUCK. 

There were many fancied candidates for 
the Curragh Handicap, and as between Glass 
Boss, Mr. Shakespeare and Curragh Calling 
there was little to choose as_ regards 
favouritism. Glass Boss, as was feared, did 
not give of his best on ‘the firm going, and 
the race was virtually always a match 
between Mr. Shakespeare and Curragh Call- 
ing. The latter looked all over a winner two 
furlongs from home when he bégan to swerve, 
and, though still contesting the issue, the 
ground lost about accounted for his defeat 
by half a length. Mr.. Shakespeare, how- 
ever, was entitled to the share of luck, as 
he was attempting to concede 14!b. to one of 
his own age. This was his third win this 
season, and his score was a tribute to Strat- 
ford, who is also the sire of Tuneful. 


SHREWD KING EARNS A PENALTY. 

Much interest was taken in the running of 
Shrewd King in the Ballymanus Plate by 
reason of the fact that Mr. H. M. Hartigan’s 
grey is one of the reigning favourites for the 
Galway Hurdle Race. He was carrying top 
weight and accomplished his task in right 
good style, albeit it took him some time to 
shake off the attentions of Nice Token, to 
whom he was conceding 141b. His weight in 
the Galway race is 10st. 1lb., but his success 
now entails a 10lb. penalty. 


WILD CORN STAYS WELL. 

Mr. Parkinson’s colours were again pro- 
minent for a long way during the course of 
the race for the Probatiener’s Stakes. Tyroe 
Lady held such a commanding lead for four 
furlongs that it looked reasonable odds on 
her scoring. Bit by bit, however, the 
favourite, Wild Corn, kept reducing the gap, 
and Tyroe Lady weakening as the winning 
post was approached was caught and beaten 
by a head. It was the first test for two-year- 
olds over a greater distance than five fur- 
longs, and certainly the estimate that Wind 
Corn would stay out the full journey was 
well justified in the result.

Tf the Bank rate is raised we 
shall probably see a further fall in security 
values, though the movement will be of a 
more -temporary character than the dechne 
lately witnessed, because to a considerable 
extent still dearer money had been already 
largely discounted. On the other hand, the 
retention of the present official minimum 
would probably be followed by a sharp 
recovery in prices. It might be argued that 
in the latter case a condition of uncertainty 
would remain, and that there would be the 
fear that if the rate is not raised this week 
it will be on the following Thursday. It may 
be suggested, however, that if the Bank of 
England directors consider that the loss of 
gold in the last two or three months is 
sufficient justificatiou for a higher rate they 
wili act at once and not leave the matter 
open for another week, and that the absence 
of a movement on Thursday will mean the 

retention of the present figure indefinitely.

Apart from monetary considerations, 
markets are ripe for an improvement, and 
it would not be altogether rash to assert 
that. this will come, even if the Bank rate 1s 
raised to 63 p.c. Such an exceptionally high 
figure 1s rare y enforced for a long time, and 
the. general disposition would be to regard 
it purely as a Leaghfact measure. An im- 
provement in security valués is to be looked 
for, because the recent liquidation has 
eliminated much of the weakness of the Stock 
Exchange position. Markets are now much 
healthier, and when the belief pater ground 
that prices have reached the lowest there 
will be a rush of buying orders on the part 
of bargain hunters which will have the more 
effect, because at present there is a fairly 
large bear position open. Operators for the 
fall will hasten to cover their commitments, 
thus accelerating the recovery in values. 


The Red Triangle Group. 


It would be intéresting to learn the real 
reason for the severé drop in prices of the 
Red Triangle or Horne group of companies. 
The movement suggests liquidation, and un- 
doubtedly there has been selling of a forced 
character, but what the ordinary investor 
wants to know is whether it indicates the 
existence of financial weakness somewhere. 
Such companies as the British Cement Pro- 
ducts and Finance and the Associated Anglo- 
Atlantic Corporation did well while there was 
activity in the financial. world with oppor- 
utnities of disposing of shares on satisfactory 
terms, and no difficulty was experienced in 
obtaining additional capital for development 
purposes, but there was at least a fear that 
fresh capital was being raised too freely. If so, 
difficulty would now be encountered in using 
the new money with any profit, and the re- 
placement of active market conditions by 
semi-stagnation might mean that important 
interests were left with big blocks of shares 
for which there is virtually no market. Under 
such conditions it is frequently necessary to 
sell sound securities in order to meet obliga- 
tions, so that the effect of a fall in one par- 
ticular quarter tends to become cumulative. 
As various rumours have been circulating of 
late in respect of the group mentioned, and 
also in connection with the heavy fall in 
Newspaper shares, those who are interested 
as sharehalders seem entitled to some official 
statement as to the posifion. 


A Sound Trust Stock. 


Many investors are attracted by the stocks 
of the old-established Investment. Trusts, for, 
as the securities of the latter are usually 
spread. over.a fairly wide area, there is less 
risk of depreciation of capital through an 
adverse development in one particular direc- 
tion. Over.a long series of vears these Trusts 
have been very successful, thanks to excellent 
management and expert Knowledge of the 
security markets. As time goes on there 
should be abilitv to inerease dividends 
owing to the steadily increasing income from 
investments. in which connection the best 
companies ‘observe the smind tradition that 
only the revenue from investments as dis- 
tinct from profits obtained by a change of 
securitiés is used for dividend purposes. The 
recent report of. the British Steamship In- 
vestment Trust draws attention to the merits 
of this company’s Deferred stock. In- 
cidentally, it may be pointed out that this 
undertaking is no longer identified largely 
with shipping securities. Indeed, of tise

It is satisfactory that attention is being 
given to the question of underwriting new 
cay al issyes, more particularly those of un- 
tried industrial and other enterprises. It 
has been asserted that several millions have 
been lost by investors through the failare 
of underwriters to fulfil their obligations. 
This is a somewhat sweepin 
is a little misleading. he failure in- 
variably related to undertakings with .jJoubt- 
ful chances of attaining success; undertak- 
ings that could not expect to, obtain the 
sponsorship of strong financial interests. 
Anybody was considered good enough to 
play the réle of underwriter and 
when the capital issues were being readily 
subscribed and the shares were carried at 
substantial premiums this unsatisfactory 
aspect of the business did not appear, simply 
because the underwriters were not called upon 
to carry out their obligations. It would 
scarcely be correct to say, however, that the 
shares were largely bought by investors 
They were mainly taken by speculators on 
the chance of snatching a quick profit when 
a good premium was obtainable, and se 
doubtful “were the prospects in some cases 
that people whe bought the shares deserved 
to lose their money. 


Men of Straw.

The half-yearly meeting of the shareholders 
of the Provincial Bank of Ireland was held 
war in the bank's office, 5 College street, 
ublin..

MR. TROTTER’S SPEECH. 


The Chairman said—Gentlemen, the 1:epott 
having been in your hands for seme days, you 
will, no doubt, as usual, kindly take it as 
read. On this occasion the net profit. shown 
is somewhat lower, but I think you will agree 
that the position of the bank, as indicated 
by the balance sheet, continues to be 
eminently satisfactory, Dealing first with the 
bank’s liabilities, you will note that our 
deposits have been well maintained. There 
has been a slight increase in the total as com- 
pared with twelve months ago, bringing the 
figures up to nearly 143 millions. 

NEW BANK NOTES. 

Circulation shows a reduction of £544,000. 
This has followed upon the new currency 
arrangements now in operation in the Free 
State. I have referred to this at our recent 
meetings, and have mentioned that the new 
statutory conditions in the Free State would 
have a serious effect upon our profits.. The 
combined total for cash and _ investments 
shows no appreciable change, though as com- 
pared with December last there is a tall of 
about £521,200 in the figure for investments, 
but this is reflected in the larger holding of 
Treasury bills. Conséquent upon the change 
in note issues, the total value of our totes 
redeemed within the past twelve months has 
been very large, and I may explain that the 
contraction in advances by £443,000 connects 
mainly with some special transactions of a 
temporary nature. The total of advances on 
bills and overdrafts at 30th ultimo was 
£6,762,178, which compares with £6,735,000 
at December last, indicating that during the 
past six months the position has slightly 
improved, : 

IMPROVING CONDITIONS. 

Where we believe the individual position to 
be sound, it continues to be the constant 
endeavour of your Board to finance the 
legitimate requirements of our trading and 
agricultural customers throughout a period 
not unattended with difficulty, and in this 
respect we have had no special cause to regret 
the policy adopted. Should the desired ex- 
pansion of trade materialise in the Free State 
or in Northern Ireland, our readily available 
resources will enable us to afford our 
customers at all times the requisite encourage- 
ment. 

CAUSE OF REDUCED PROFIT. 

Our net profits, after providing for all bad 

and doubtful debts, and making adequate 


provision for income tax and other charges, | 


amount. to £50,978, against. £63,600 a vear 
ago. I have already referred to some of the 
causes which ‘have tended to diminish the 
profits of our business. We have made the 
usual appropriations for the reserve fund and 
for bank premises, maintaining the dividend 
at 145 per cent. per annum, which we have 
paid for some years past. The additions to 
our bank premises account during the half- 
year have not been large, but we have in 
prospect building schemes which are essential 
and which will involve considerable outlays 
to be made ‘n the near future. It is perhaps 
not necessary to say that our policy is to 
avoid expenditure on new buildings, . except 
where such are indispensable for the proper 
conduct of our business. Our foreign depart- 
ment continues to expand, and the results are 
gratifying and important. You will see that 
our proportion of liquid assets to liabilities 
is maintained on the high level of 624 per 
cent. 
TRADE OF THE FREE STATE. 

Encouraging features in the position of this 
country to-day are the expanding figures for 
our exports, with, of course, a proportionate 
lessening of the adverse trade biaidh, the 
extent of which a few years ago was discon- 
certing, and was the subject of unfavourable 
comment. We can also point with satisfac- 
tion to the continued improvement in the 
standard of our exports of farm and dairy 
products, for which so much credit is due to 
the Minister for Agriculture and his policy. 
It is grat‘fving also to note the better con- 
ditions of the cattle trade, which, for the 
time being, bas beer assisted by the absence 
of competition from Canada and the Argen- 
tine. At our previous meetings [ have ex- 
pressed pleasure at the successful administra- 
tion and legislation which have resulted in 
closer supervision in agricultural methods. 
The maintenance of the same prudent policy, 
marked by constructive energy, seems justi- 
fied by results already achieved. It is 
obvious that the necessity to maintain the 
standard of quality becomes the more impera- 
tive as the reputation of our produce be- 
comes established. in popular favour. We 
have to bear in mind that in these days of 
skilled enterprise the high quality of goods 
is not enough to capture markets and main- 
tain custom. There needs to be constant 
effort to reach new markets while endeavour- 
ing to maintain what may already have been 
gained. 

NORTH OF IRELAND PROSPECTS. 

In regard more especially to the North of 
Ireland, there is reason to ee that the 
better conditions already established through- 
out the province will make further headway 
following the measures designed for the 
assistance of the farming community and the 
development of trade. An increase ts re- 
ported in the number of operatives in the 
linen industry, and this would probably indi- 
cate some provement in the general condi- 
tions; but competition is not relaxed, and 
prices, which have remained fairly steady, 
do not give an adequate return on present 
ecsts of production. 

We veceive from most parts of the country 
satisfactory reports as to harvest conditions 
and prospects. We have not suffered as 
actiesh as in many parts of England from 
the Theta e of grass; and our hay ha 
which has cou, well saved, is, I think, like y 
to give a fair average in the matter of yield. 
Various crops ate reported to give excellent 
promise, and we open the new half-year 
with the confident hope that the prospects 
of the country, backed up by continuance 
of tranquillity and freedom from industrial 
trouble, will bring us a step further towards 
the position which will assist the Minister 
for Finance to lighten the burdens of taxa- 
tion which at present press heavily upon 
commercial interests. 

THE BANK RATE. 

The half-year has been marked by an 
advance in the Bank rate in February last, 
and couditions have not since admitted of 
any reduction. A feeling of uncertainty con- 
nected with foreign cg Fia has pervaded 
the money market for the last few months, 
and has necessitated special watchfujness in 
regard to investments and the employment 
of funds. The period has, mdeed, n one 
of depressed prices on the Stock Exchange. 
I'he general election in Great Britain has 
been another disturbing experience which has 
tended to make the hate year a somewhat 
anxious time for those responsible for 
financial affairs. Immediately affecting us in 
the. Free State, we have had the Currency 
Act of 1927 and the Bankers (Northern 
Ireland) Act,.1928, brought into full opera- 


tion. 

FREE STATE CURRENCY CHANGES. 

The drastic currency changes in the Free 
State have been effected, 1 think, with the 
minimum of inconvenience to the public con- 
cerned. You are all familiar with the new 
issues of consolidated notes which are to dis- 
place in the Saorstat the older issues of bank 
notes now being withdrawn, which, for about 
a century, had been identified with our 
currency system. As I explained at a 
former meeting, our apportionment of con- 
solidated bank notes in the Free State is 
£649,000, ‘but as yet only a moiety of this 
total has been made available pending 
further redemption of our old issues. In 
Northern Ireland our new note is in circula- 
tion, A oki brought out under the limit there 
of £220,000 for our fiduciary issue. 

There do not seem to be any other special 
features in connection with our accounts 
and business upon which Í need comment at 
the present time. We believe the condition 


of the bank to be sound and satisfactory,

Thev did not ‘think it 
infra dig. to advertises’ that théy were 
open to ‘reeeive ls. and _ypwards:: «on 
deposit. A good deal could: be’ done 
by the .bank.in advertising that fact, par- 
ticularly ‘in country districts. He congratu- 
lated the directors on their — half-year’s 
labours. When trade was good the position 
of a director was more or Jess a sinécuré, but 
when it was bad the position was not at all 
so comfortable. (Laughtér.) The officers of 
the bank also deserved their best thanks.

The improving conditions in the trade and 
commerce of the Irish Free State, together 
with the excellent prospects for the harvest, 
were recorded at the  eighty-seventh 
ordinary general meeting of the shareholders 
of the Munster and Leinster Bank, Ltd.,

THE CHAIRMAN’S ADDRESS. 

Sir Stanley Harrington said: Ladies and 
Gentlemen,—Before I submit to you a few 
remarks on the balance sheet for the recent 
half-year, concluded on 30th ultimo, I shall 
anticipate your consent to take the report 
and statement of accounts as read. 

Let me start by saying that we have, as 
usual, & very satisfactory report to present 
to you. I think I am entitled to use the 
words “ as usual ” inasmuch as the occupant 
of this chair has been in the happy position 
half-year after half-year of being able with- 
out any effort of imagination to congratulate 
the shareholders on a satisfactory record. 

A STRONGER BALANCE SHEET. 

On the last occasion on which I had the 
privilege of presiding at the Bank’s meeting, 
in July, 1926, I recall that I gave it as my 
opinion that we were justified in looking 
forward to better times, and it is gratifying 
to find that that view was warranted. Our 
balance sheet is stronger and better in every 
way now than it was then, as comparison 
will show, and there can be no doubt that 
our country is more prosperous. 

If you will turn to the figures I should 
like to run through them with you, briefly. 

Our profits for the half-year come out at 
£89,335, a slightly decreased figure as com- 
pared with the results obtained im June, 1928. 
This may call for explanation, seeing that 
our resources by way of deposits and current 
accounts have increased on the year by 
£366,128. Since 7th February last, wing to 
the state of the Money market, we have been 
obliged to pay very high rates on deposits. 
The average deposit rate paid during the 
past half-year has been, in fact, higher than 
for any similar period for the last thirty 
vears, with the exception, possibly, of the 
vear from June, 1920, to June, 1921. As you 
know from the remarks of previous, Chairmen 
at our meetings, these high deposit rates cost 
us dearly and strike heavily at our earnings. 
However, the accession of new business, -as 
evidenced by our increased yesources, has 
enabled us to make up most of this loss; and 
it Should be borne in mind that our profits 
are arrived at after writing off all debts 
ascertained to be bad and making full pro- 
vision for everything considered doubtful. 

We have transferred £20,000 in reduction of 
premises account, £10,000 to contingenies ac- 
count, £10,000 to staff pension account; and 
we recommend for your approval a dividend 
for the half-year at the rate of 14 per cent. 
per annum, free of income tax. 

The transfer to premises account is still 
necessary owing to expenditure on our new 
buildings at Dundalk and Carrickmacross and 
contemplated new premises at Fermoy and 
Skibbereen which are very desirable 

The other allocations are usual 
necessary. 

I have already allude! to the increase in 
our deposit and other accounts—£366,128 on 
the year—a very gratifving feature. 

THE BANK NOTE ISSUE. 

You will have noticed a new. heading in 
our balance sheet, viz. :—~‘‘ Bank’s Consoli- 
dated Notes in Circulation £852,000.’’ In a 
short period—since 6th May—we have placed 
the full amount of our quota of new Currency 
Commission issue in circulation, but sufficient 
time has not yet elapsed to derive much 
profit from this source. 

On the other side of the sheet. the right 
hand side, cash with money at call and short 
notice now totals £3,849,860, and shows an 
increase op the year of £797,126. 

Investments £9,870,613, are also higher by 
£645,614. From these figures you will see 
that our liquid and readily available assets 
amount to £13,720.473, oe represent a pro- 
portion of over 53 per cent. of the bank's 
liabilities to the public, including our notes 
in circulation. “ 

Advances, while down on the twelve 
months by £230,538, are higher by £231,877 
than at the beginning of this year, Our 
desire to meet the legitimate requirerents of 
our clients duriug the scarce season of the 
year is thus evidenced. 

_ Bank premises account shows the compara- 
tively small increase of £5,406. You will 
member that our Chairman in January, 1928, 
ene that the figure of premises in our 
balance sheet represented ‘about one-fourth 
only of their cost. This

ance sheet shows a most satisfactory position, 
sound and well balanced in every respect. 
CONDITIONS OF TRADE. 

The prevailing conditions of our trade and 
commerce are generally r ised to be im- 


proving, although the cattle thade is feeling 


the effect of the prolonged drought in Eng- 
land, with consequent shrinkage of demand 
for our young cattle. We have reason to 
hope that the couritry wil] be blessed with an 
excellent harvest. 

The Government’s regulations in regard to 
grading and marketing of our produce appear 
to be enlightened and up-to-date; but our 
people should not forget that when all is said 
it is mainly on their own efforts and good 
work they must rely. No such regulations 
can bring us along unless the labour is ex- 
pended on seeking to market 6ur produce in 
the best possible condition. We can all, from 
the humblest upwards, take pride in being 
able to say that what we sell is the best—as 
good, if not better, than what can he ob- 
tained from elsewhere. We should remember 
that the market for the bést is always open, 
and it is a market that is singularly free 
from fluetuations in prices. 

I should not like to conclude without refer- 
ence to our staff. In a long experience on 
this hoard J have always sought the oppor- 
tunity of making personal acquaintance with 
the members of our staff. Judging from the 
impressions I have formed in that way, and 
from the itsicht I have gained from my at- 
tendance at the board meetings, I can assure 
the shareholders that thev are well served bv 
a capable atid courteous staff, and I think that 
its members deserve the thanks of this meet- 
ing for their efficient services. (Applause.) 

Sir Stanley Harrington then moved the 
adoption of the report and financial state- 
ment, and that the payment.-of dividend 
of 14 per cenf:, free of income tax, he made 
for the half-year ended 30th June, 1929. 

Mr. C. E. Murphy formally seconded the 
motion. 

Sir John Scott, who has made excellent 
progress since his recent serious breakdown 
in health, said that the annual report was a 
good one, indicating that the directors and 
officers of the. bank were as active as usual 
in promoting the intersis of the shareholders ; 
and also that the institution retained the con. 
fidence of the general public. He went on to 
suggest that the present rate of interest 
charged by banks in Ireland was too bigh, 
and if the directors could see their way. to 
reduce the rate the business would be 
encouraged and aid given to those in business 
who had so many heavy charges to meet at 
the present time. He referred to the progress 
of the bank during the past fifty vears, and 
said that with a fair, firm and reliable 
Government, and peace and quietness and 
good feelings prevailing in the Free State at 
present they could leok forward to many 
years of improvement and prosperity in the 
country, in which they al] had an interest. 

Mr. John English expressed the pleasure 
of the shareholders at seeing Sir John with 
them once more. . They. had missed him very 
much during his illness and were glad to 
see him looking so hale and hearty. The 
report they had received could not be better, 
and while they possess such eminent business 
men on their board and a staff of officials 
second to none, he thought that the share- 
holders could be very. easy regarding the 
future. (Hear, hear.) 

The motion was then carried unanimously.

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FURNESS, WITHY AND 
CO., LTD. 
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A DIFFICULT YEAR, BUT AN 
INCREASED PROFIT. 
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The thirty-eighth annual general meeting 
of Furness, Withy and Co., Ltd., was held 
at the registere _ office of the company, 
Furness House, Leadenhall street, London, 
E.C.3, yesterday. 

Sir Frederick W. Lewis, Bart., who pre 
sided. in moving the adoption of the report 
and accounts, said :—Our capital account re- 
mains unchanged at five and a half milhon 
peunds, divided into one and a half million 
5 per cent: Preference Shares and four 
milhon Ordinary Shares. lhe general reserve 
account also remains at £2,000,000. Sundry 
creditors, credit balances and bilis payable 
amount to £2,308,668, compared with 
£2.717,313 a year ago. This item, as shown 
on the balance sheet, includes provision for 
taxation and also for the divideed on the 
Preference Shares, which was paid on the 
1st May, and also for the final dividend on 
the Ordinary Shares, which we are proposin 
to you to-day, There are also included 
amounts due to subsidiary companies, as 
well, of course, as the various creditors of 
our branch offices all over the world. This 
item of £2,308. 688 covers the only active 
habihties as shown by the balance sheet, 
the remaining item on this side being the 
rofit and loss account, which I will refer to 
ater. 

Turning now to the assets, we have fol- 

lowed the practice which we adopted two or 
three years ago of separating the assets into 
various sections, so that it may be seen to 
what extent our assets are employed in the 
shipping business and in other sections of 
industry. Shipping property, which includes 
investments in associated shipping companies, 
etc., amounts to £5,148,877 1s. 10d. This 
amount is stated after writing off deprecia- 
tion, and compares with £4,916,153 a year 
ago. British Gevernment Securities. and 
general investments, also less depreciation, 
stand at £3,244,168 18s. 4d., compared with 
£3,561 ,264 last year. Freeholds, dock and 
wharf property, etc., less depreciation, show 
a slight increase, sundry debtors a decrease 
of about £300,000, and the final item, bank 
balances, Treasury bills and bills of exchange 
on hand, amounts to £633,520, compared 
with £835,143 a year ago. 
_ The balance sheet is stated so clearly, and 
is so clean and concise, that it really gives 
very little scope for elaboration. 'Lhere are 
no dead items among the asset items, and 
depreciation has been amply provided. In 
addition, the balance sheet is sufficiently 
liquid, consistent. with the nature of our 
business, apart altogether from the fact that 
there is no charge in the nature of debentures 
or loans upon any part of our ‘propetty. it 
may be of interest for. me to state that 
Investments in subsidiary and associated com 
panies stand in our books at much below their 
actual value. There are, however, as 1] have 
mentioned on previous occasions, one or two 
guarantees in existence in connection with our 
subsidiary companies, but in each case the 
guarantee is amply covered by the assets of 
the company concerned, and has: only ‘been 
given in order to secure advantageous terms 
of finance, These guarantees, with one small 
exception, are in. respect of new tonnage 
which has been constructed for our various 
companies: none of them cause us the 
slightest anxiety, and from our point of view 
they are more or less nominal liabilities. 

I now come to the profit and loss account. 
I am faced with the paradox that we are 
primarily a shipping company, and we are in 
the pleasing position of being able to present 
to you a profit and loss account showing an 
increased profit, and yet it remains’ a fact 
that the shipping industry bas had a very 
difficult year, and the profits derived direct 
from the trading of our vessels show a reduc- 
tion, notwithstanding that we had more 
vessels. under our ownership than in the 
previous year. At any rate, for the moment 
we are more concerned with the fact that our 
profits amount to £653,392, an increase - of 
£25,642. As we brought into accornt from 
the previous year a sum of £241,564, we are 
able, to recommend that, in addition to the 
usual dividend on the Preference shares and 
a continuation of 10 per cent. on the Ordinary 
shares, an increased- sum of £2£0.000 be 
placed to depreciation, leaving £264,957 to be 
carried forward, or £23,393 more than we 
brought into the account from 1928. 

As I have complete confidence that share- 
holders will confirm our recommendation that 
the amount to be retained for depreciation be 
mereased from £200,000 to £250,000, I do not 
hesitate to say that this additional allocation 
is not really necessary: but, in view of the 
continned depression of the -hipping trade, 
we think it is desirable, and we are, there. 
fore. utilising the amount to write a snb- 
stantial sum off the cost of the new motor 
ships which have recently been delivered to 
us, as well as allocating such sum as’ we 
think desirable towards writing down the 
rest of .the.vessels.and other assets. —
